PARIS, June 1.—Premier Painlevé at | 
Strasbourg today, on the eve of the} 
negotiation of the Rhireland peace com- 
pact, held out the olive branch to Ger- 
many in eloquent words, charged with 
great meanings. To Alsace and Lor-| 
raine he gave assurance that ‘‘no meas- 
ure will be taken without full consulta- 
tion with your representatives,’ thus 
dispelling the uneasiness which has de- 
veloped in the two recovered provinces 
during recent differences caused by the 
proposal to suppress the representation 
of. France at the Vatican. 

Soon, he said, a consultativ® tommit- 
tee, in which all opinions will *be-rep- 
resented, will be Constituted in Alsace, 
which will aid in the absorption of the 
two provinces into the mother country | 
fin such a way as to safeguard all | 
local rights. Such assurance of internal | 
liberty and control of their own destiny | 
within the corporate body of -France is 
all the Alsatians wish. 

The Premier's promise, made at a ban- | 
quet to President Doumergue, was 
greeted with tremendous enthusiasm, 

M. Painlevé then turned to the posi- 
tion of Alsace as the frontier province 
for whose defense, if ever menaced, 
“‘France would engege her whole exis- 
tence.”’ : 

“But do not think,” he added, ‘‘that 
fn my words there is the least trace 
of imperialism or any bellicose threat. 
France is still heroically ready to as 
sume the sternest duties which the 
future may impose on her. Only two 
days’ ago Parliament unanimously re- 
solved to defend her work of civilization 
fn North Africa against the onrush of 
fanatic barbarism.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Direct nego- 
tiations for the funding of the war-time 
debts of foreign nations to the United 
States will be held in Washington and 
under no circumstances will members of 
the American Debt Commission consider 
going abroad ‘to attend joint meetings 
with representatives of the debtor na- 
tions, 

Such is the position taken definitely 
by Secretaries Kellogg and Mellon, who, 
along with Secretary Hoover, act as 
members of the American Debt Cém- 
mission. It was pointed out today that 
if there were no other reason it cer- 
tainly would be impracticable for three 
Cabinet officers to go abroad. But in 
addition to this phase of the situa- 
tion, the policy of the Administration 
and of the commission Nas been that 
each of the war debts shall be taken 
up separately and Without regard to the 
debts which the foreign nations. owe 
among themselves. , 

Under this policy it is expected that 
Belgium, which has signified its inten- 
tion of seeking a debt settlement will 
send a commission to this country soon, 
No definite date has been set but it is 
practically assured that the negotiations 
will be held this Summer. Secretary

THOMAS, MARSHALL. 
WAR VIGE PRESIDENT, 
DIES, BIBLE IN HAND 


Death Comes Without Warning 
While He Is on a Visit 
to Washington. 


COLD CAUSED PROSTRATION 


Coolidge Expresses Sorrow and 
Will Attend the Funeral 
Service Today. 


BURIAL TO BE IN INDIANA 


Men of All Parties and Creeds Pay 
Tribute to His Sterling Qualli- 
ties and Character.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Thomas Riley 
Marshall, Vice President of the United 
States for the eight years of Woodrow 
Wilson's service as President, and be- 
fore that Governor of Indiana, died this 
morning in the room at the Willard 
Hotel which he and Mrs. Marshall had 
occupied since he came here from his 
home Jast week to attend to some busi- 
ness. This room was one of the suite in 
which Mr. Marshall had lived when he 
was Vice President. He was 71 years 
old. 

Death came suddenly. Since his ar- 
rival in the capital last week the former 
Vice President had been ill with a severe 
cold, which ‘caused nervous exhaustion, 
but last night assurance was given that 
all danger had passed and he would be 
able to return to Indianapolis in a few 
days. It became known today’ that, he 
had suffered a heart attack in the be- 
ginning of his illness, byt improvement 
in his condition had been‘ rapid and a 
fatal outcome was not apprehended. 

When the sudden end came this morn- 
ing Mr. Marshall was reading the Bible, 
one of the copies placed in hotel bed- 
rooms, He had.turned to the fourth 
chapter of St. M&ark, in which the par- 
able of the sower was related by Jesus 
to His disciples. This, which -was ons 
of Mr. Marshall's favorite biblical 
stories, concludes with the words: 

“With what measure ye mete it shall 
be measured to you.”’ , 

A nutse’was in Mr. Marshall’s bed- 
room and Mrs. Marshall was in-an ad- 
joining room when Mr. Marshall fell 
back on his pillow. Death is believed 
to have occurred instantly.

Wars Johnson, a negro from Jack- 
sonville, Fla., was questioned yesterday 
by District Attorney Charles J. Dodd 
of Brooklyn about the murder of Miss 
Florence Kane, who was beaten and 
strangled last Friday as she approached 
Rer home at 1,020 East New York Ave- 
nile. 

While the police were reporting no 
progress in the search for the girl's 
slayer, and the District Attorney was 
checking up Johnson's alibi, another at- 
tack on a girl was disclosed, This girl 
was beaten on the platform of the ele- 
vated station at Woodhayen Avenue and 
Jamaica Avenue, Woodhaven, Queens, 
early last week. The attack took place 
about a mile from the vacant lot where 
the body of Miss Kane was found, 
.-Miss Mary Hotz, 20 years old, of 
Bighty4sixth Avetiue, Woodhaven, was 
the victim of thé attack. According to 
her statement to officials of Mary Im- 
maculate Hospital, Jamaica, where she 
was treated for lacerations of the scalp 
and contusions, she entered the elevated

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OREGON SCHOOL LAW 
DECLARED INVALID 
BY SUPREME COURT 


Bench Unanimously Upholds 
Right of Parent to Dictate 
Child’s Education. 


STATE CONTROL REJECTED 


Justice McReynolds, in Opinion, 
Calls Law “Standardizing Chil- 
dren” Unconstitutional. 


PRIVATE SCHOOLS JUSTIFIED 


State Law Is Charccterized as De- 
structive of “Useful and Merite- 


rious’”’ institutions.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—The inherent 
right of a parent to send his boy @ girl 
to any school he deems best was upheld 
and the right of a State to insist that 
the children must attend certain institu- 
tions was sharply denied when the Su- 
preme Court declared unconstitutional 
this afternoon, the Oregon law prescrib- 
ing that children between 8 and 16 years 
of -age must be educated in the public 
schools. 

The Court, at the same time, declared 
that to sustain the Oregon law would 
mean the destruction of thousands of 
dollars worth of property belonging to 
the parochial and secular schools, and 
that this would amount to depriving 
them of their possessions without due 
process of law. 

Few decisions in years have attracted 
as much attention as the present one 
which was rendered unanimously and 
was handed down by Associate Justice 
McReynolds, 

Charges that the law was backed by 
the Ku Klux Klan and was aimed at 
the Roman Catholic Church have been 
heard on every side since the statute 
was enacted. The law, however, makes 
no distinction againet parochial schools, 
and in the case which was decided this 
afternoon, the Hill Military Academy, a 
non-sectarian. inetitution, joined wth 
the Seciety of the Sisters of the Holy 
Name of Jesus and Mary in opposing 
the State atithorities, who were offi- 
¢elailly listed as Walter M. Pierce, the 
Governor; Isaac H. Van Winkle, the 
Attorney General, and Stanley Myers, 
the District Attorney for Multnomah 
County. : 

The dual fight of the parochial and 
the -secular. schools had already been 
won in the Federal Court for the Dis- 
trict of Oregon, but the State officials 
appealed from that decision to the Su- 
préme Court, which today upheld the 
lower court’s dictum. 


Holds Child ‘‘Not Creature of State." 


“@lke child is not the mere creature 
of the State,’’ declared Justice McRey- 
nolds in that part of his opinion which 
dealt with the right of the parent to dic- 
tate the school to which his child should 
go. 

“Those who nurture him and direct 
his destiny have the right, coupled with 
the high duty, to recognize and prepare 
him for additional obligations,’’ he con- 
tinued, speaking for the court. 

“We think it entirely plain that the 
(Oregon) act of 1922 unreasonably in- 
| terferes with the liberty of parents and 
| guardians to direct the upbringing and 
} education of children under their con- 
| trol. As often heretofore pointed out, 
| rights guaranteed by the Constitution 
may not be abridged by legislation which 
has no reasonable relation to some pur- 
pose within the competency of the State. 

“The fundamental theory of liberty 
upon which all Governments in this 
Union repose excludes any general 
power of the State to standardize its 
children by forcing -them to accept in- 
struction from public teachers only.”’ 

It could not be expected that the Su- 
| preme Court would touch on the Ku 
|} Klux Klan issue because it had not 
been spread officially on the records of 
the case, but at one point Justice Mc- 
Reynoldg stated: 

“The appellees are engaged in a kind 
of undertaking not inherently harmful, 
but long regarded as useful and meri- 
torious. Certainly there is nothing in 
the present records to indicate that they 
| have failed to discharge their obliga- 
| tions to patrons, students of the State. 

And there are no peculiar circumstances 
or present emergencies which demand 
extraordinary measures relative to pri- 
mary education.” 


Text of the Court’s Opinion. 


The opinion delivered by Justice Mc- 
Reynolds was as follows: 

These appeals are ‘from decrees, 
based upon undenied allegations, 
which granted preliminary orders re- 
straining appellants from threatening 
or attempting to enforce the Compul- 
sory Education act adopted Nov. 7, 
1922, under the initiative proyision of 
her Constitution by the voters of Ore- 
gon, Judicial Code, Section 266. 

They present the same points of law: 
there are no controverted questions of 
fact. Rights said to be guaranteed 
by the Federal Constitution were spe- 

‘cially set up, and appropriate prayers 
asked for their protection. 

The challenged act, effective Sept. 
1, 1926, requires every parent, guar- 
dian, or other person having control 
or charge or custody of a child be- 
tween S and 16 years to send him “to 
a public school for the period of time 
a public school shall be held during 
the current year’ in the district 
where the child resides; and failure to 
ado so is declared a misdemeanor. 

There are exemptions—not specially 
important here—for children who are 
not normal, or whv hsve completed the 
eighth grade, or who reside at con- 
siderable distances from any public 
school, or who hold special permits 
from the County Superintendent

ment of the statute would seriously 
impair, perhops destroy, the profitable 
features of appellees’ business and 
greatly diminish the value of their 
property.

The Court ruled that the Fourteeiifh

Issues im the Oregon Controversy, 

WASHINGTON, June 1 (4).—In educa- 
tional and religious circles keener and 
wider interest was shown in the attack 
upon the constitutionality of the Oregon 
Public School law than in any other con- 
troversy which reached the Supreme 
Court in recént years, 

Like most States, Oregon has a com- 
pulsory education law which requires 
children to attend school, and prescribes 
the course of study. The right to en- 
force such regulations has not been seri- 
ously questioned in the courts. But in 
4922 the voters of Oregon, 115,506 to. 103,- 
685, went a step furt. and enacted a 
law under which chil between the 
ages of 8 and 16, with some exceptions 
would, after September, 1925, be required 
to attend ‘‘public’’ schools. 

Summarized, Oregon’s argument was 
that the . Nation Government was 
founded upen the theory ‘that Church 
and State should be maintained sepa- 
rate, a principle to be closel guarded. in 
the education of its youth; that the right 
of a State to control a minor when pub- 
lic welfare required had been thoroughly 
established in the eourts and included 
oomrel ever education. 

at private and parochial scheols are 
not superior to public schools, therefore 
the nnew law would not deprive them of 
any rights or privileges or ‘subject them 
to any disadvantages; that the opposi- 
tion came from those who wanted chil- 
dren given sectarian religious instruc- 
tion; that—the fight involved the sur- 
vival of the public achools.

TROTSKY ASSUMES. OFFICE. 


Opening New Institute, He Predicts 
Technical Grouping ef Society.

MOSCOW, June 1.—Leon Trotsky took 
office today as head of the Scientific 
and Technical Branch of the Supreme 
Council, delivering a speech on the oc- 
easion of the opening of the Experi- 
mencal Institute for the Consumption 


el. 

This institution was built on the ex- 
ress wish of Lenin, who conceived the 
dea of the necessity of experimenting 
with steam qnerey th | to the diffi- 
culties experienced with fuel during the 
period of the war for communism, 

The opening ceremon was one of 
great solemnity, the whole diplomatic 
corps attending. M. Trotsky, presiding 
over the distinguished gathering, said: 

“Soviet Russia is preparing to embark 
upon the upbuilding of a great social- 
istic national economy. Its success de- 
pends on time. At present there is Some 
conflict in Russian national economy be- 
tween the elernents of State and private 
eapital. There ig some coordination as 
well as a certain struggle. 

“The side which will gain in time 
might win’ the battle by the application 
of the metheds of a higher technique, 
This means socialism,”’ 

He predicted that politics would not 
always play the most important part 
in human society. With the attain- 
ment of a higher technique, humanity 
would be grouped not according to 
political views but tn accordance with 
technical parties, he said. Competition 
would vanjsh and its p ace would be oc- 
eupied by scientific and technical rivalry. 

M. Trotsky received a tremendous wel- 
come. He chatted with several of the 
many foreign enyoys who were present 
and conducted a party over the machine 
rooms of the neW institute. The cere- 
mony concluded with the playing of the 
International by an orchestra as M, 
Trotsky, cutting a red ribbon, released 
a big turbine. 

The Soviet authorities declare that the 
institute is the third largest of its kind 
in the world, having a 10-000-kilowatt 
experiemental station, while a similar 
American institute hag only a 500-kiio- 
watt plant.

Police Fire Upon the Mob Again, 
Making Casualties 17 Killed 
and 26 Wounded. 


JAPANESE KILLS ONE

SHANGHAI, Tuesday, June 2 (#).— 
New outbreaks fn the Japanese spinning 
mills strike agitation continued yester- 
day, resulting in the killing of four 
more Chinese gtudents, bringing the 
total dead to sixteen since rioting started 
in the streets on Saturday. 

There was another death this morning 
when a mob of 2,000 students and work- 
men formerly employed at the Nagai 
Wata Kaisha cotton mill, which was 
clesed owing to the labor disorders, at- 
tacked a Japanese police constable on 
the West Soochow Ferry road and 
threw him into a creek. 

Clambering out, he opened fire, kill- 
ing one and. wounding another rioter. 
The defense units dispersed the gather- 
ing. 

The situation fs more intense today, 
with the Court hearing the riot cases, 
and inquests being held in the mortuary 
under cordons of armed guards on the 
victims of Saturday's clash. . 

Native schools are closed and thou- 
sands of students are gathering in the 
trouble centres, pyesaging grave de- 
velopments, 

Outbreaks at 1 P. M. yesterday at 
Peking and Cheklang Roads, Sikh police 
fired into a pt of demonstrators, 
mortally wounding one Chinese student. 
Throughout the morning police patrols, 
armed with sabres and rifles, marched 
through the streets. 

In the morning the rioting spread to 
the main business section. A clash be- 
tween police and the crowd resulted in 
the wounding of more than twenty agi- 
tators. The total number of wounded, 
as the result of street fighting thus far, 
was given as twenty-six. Included were 
several known to be mortally wounded, 

Three Russian agitators were arrested 
yesterday. The police charged, after 
the first outbreak-on Saturday, that

BAFFLE EXPLORERS 


New York Party Forced to Turn 
Back in Trip Through 
Virginian Cave. 


FOUND PALEOZOIC FOSSILS 


His Graptolite, of Clemacograptus 
| Family, Dr. Reeds Estimates, Lived 
500,000,000 Years Ago. 


A midnight journey into the depths of 
the earth, where, crawling along the 
Winding tunnel of a subterranean 
stream, his party came upon caverns 
and corridors of brilliant hued, gro- 
grotesquely shaped stone, on’‘a water 
fall that made no noise, and the re- 
mains of creatures who lived at the be- 
ginning of the world, was recounted 
yesterday by Dr. Chester A. Reeds, As- 
fociate Curator in cnarge of the De- 
Partment of Geology of the American 
Museum of Natural History. 

Dr. Reeds headed a party which went 
fecently from the Explorers’ Club, in- 
cluding Horace D. Ashton, Merle Lavoy, 
Major E. T. Brown and Gordon Brown. 
Its objective was to penetrate to the ex- 
tremity of Endless Caverns, near New 
Market, Va. He admitted upon his re- 
turn to New York yesterday that they 
failed of that objective. But failed 
loriously, he held, for they had set 
oot on ground that no human beings, 
so far as is known, had ever trod. This 

ound, now a mile and a half from 
aylight, he declared, was hilly upland 
territory millions of years before Adam, 
and was Atlantic Ocean bed aeons be- 
fore that. 

Starting from ‘‘King Solomon's Tem- 
le,’ the farthest spot within the cave 
abyrinth to which the public is allowed 
to go, the party of five men, equipped 
with tallow eandles and tin reflectors, 
Bet out at 10 P. M. on the night of May 
25. By midnight they had progressed 
only a few hundred yards. Sometimes 
they could walk along the smooth lime- 
stone bed of the Endless Cavern River. 
At other times they climbed along pre- 
carious ledges, several feet above the 
etream. The light of their candles threw 
ahead wierd shadows of the countless 
stalactites and stalagmites that lined 
the way. Sawdust thrown on the sub- 
terranean stream appeared fifteen hours 
later in a near-by spring outside the 
cave. 

In places the river ran through mere 
holes in the solid limestone, and here it 
Was necessary for the men to get down 
in the water on hands and knees, and, 
holding their candles above their heads, 
crawl slowry along until again the 
cavern opened up. 


Many-Colored Rocks. 


The rock formations were of many 
hues, ranging from pale yellow through 
pinks, deep reds and purples, to pale 
blues. Dr. Reeds referred to some of 
the caverns ‘through which the explor- 
ers passed as indescribably beautiful. 

After progressing one-third of a mile 
along the winding path of the hidden 
river, the party came to a large pool. 
It was in the cavern surrounding this 
pool that the startling discoveries of 
the trip were made, the silent water- 
fall, and the fossils preserved for mil-| 
lions of years. 

At the far end of the pool the water- 
fall was discovered. It was 15 feet high. 
By flowing over the edge of limestone 
for thousands of years, the water had 
built a curved surface down which it 
descended. Due to this and to the 
porous nature of the stone, not a sound 
Was emitted. 


Fossil of a Trilobite. 


In the course of a candle-light ex- 
amination of the rock shelves about the 
pool, Dr. Reeds came across the fossil- 
ized tail of a trilobite, a deep sea crea- 
ture which Dr. Reeds estimates lived 
about 500,000,000 years ago. | 

No such animal exists today, he said, 
although the norse shoe crab was not} 
unlike it. Another find was the fossil- 
ized remains of a graptolite, a little 
creature looking much like a tiny jigsaw 
blade. This particular graptolite was of 
the genus clemacograptus. The lime- 
stone of tne whole region, Dr. Reeds 
declared, was made up of’ the shells of 
these bryozoa or molluscoidae. They 
were of the Ordovician period of the 
Paleozoic Age, he said, and explained 
that this meant that they dated back to 
the earliest days of the wor]d. 

Being unable to pass the silent water- 
fall with any surety of getting back 
again, the party placed in an empty 
bottle a message reading: 

**Whoever shall find this memorandum 
will kindly forward it to the American 
Museum of Natural History, New York 
City. Take this bottle farther if you] 
can.’’ The explorers signed their names.

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SPEEDING BISHOP PAYS 
HIS FINE IN DELAWARE 


Dr. Philip Cook Sends. a $25 
Check, but Strongly Denies 
He Drove Recklessly.

LAUREL, Del., June 1.—Bishop Philip 
Cook of the Delaware Diocese of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, who was 
arrested here last week on a‘ charge of 
speeding, instead of appearing for trial 
today sent Justice Spicer a_check cover- 
ing a $25 fine and costs, with a letter 
thanking Justice Spicer for his courtesy, 
but strongly repudiating the charge of 
reckless driving, as testified to by Pa- 
trolman Wardell, road policeman, 

The Bishop's retter, delivered to Justice 
Spicer by the Rev. Dr Whitehead, rec- 
tor of St. Phillip’s: Church here, reads: 

My Dear Justtce Spicer: 

“Enclosed please find my check to 
cover the fine for the charge brought 
against me by Traffic Officer Wardell, 
for driving in excess of the limit of 
thirty-five miles on the highway. 

“You were good enough to continue 
the case until Monday but what I 
thought might happen has happened— 
the matter has been taken up by the 
press and given wide publicity in this 
State and elsewhere. Under the circum- 
stances I feel it would be very un- 
fortunate, even if you were willing to 
remit the fine, to do so. However un- 
fairly that judgment might be, there 
might result the feeling that partiality 
had been shown, or that the law was 
laxily enforced. For this reason I prefer 
to pay tne fine without further con- 
sideration of .the case. 

“At the same time I must still re- 
pudiate the charge of reckless driving 
and plead guilty omty of exceeding the 
prescribed limit. There was no car in 
sight upon tne road and no life or limbs 
in danger. I feel the officer would have 
done all that the case required had he 
warned and reprimanded me. But since 
he insisted on making a case of it, this 
is the best way to bring it to a con- 
clusion. 

“I wish to taxe this opportunity to 
thank you for your courtesy and con- 
sideration in handling the cage.”’ 


SAYS RENT WAS $3,600 
ON A $10,000 INCOME 


Defendant in Tax Fraud Trial 
Also Had a $6,600 Auto— 
Declares It Was Gift. 


Testimony ended yesterday in the trial 
of Charles J. Steinberg before Federal 
Judge Knox and a jury, on an indict- 
ment charging perjury in making a 
fraudulent income tax return for 1921.

Companies. 

The purpose of an interest in so many 
drug concerns, it was explained, was to 
gain the privilege of larger Mquor with- 
drawals. uestioned concerning his 
manner of living in the period covered 
by the tax return, the witness said he 
paid’ $3,600 a year rent for his apart- 
ment in West End Avenue, andn had 
bought an automobile which cost $6,600. 
The witness had sworn that his net 
income for 1921 was only $10.000 while 
the Government claims it was about 
$1,500,000. 

When it was pointed out that his rent 
and the cost of the automobile exceeded 
the income he had sworn. to, the witness 
stated that the automobile was given to 
him by his father.

LONDON, June “1. — Prime Minister 
Baldwin, addressing a mass meeting of | 
Conservatives at Welbeck Abbey to- 
night, announced that the Government 
proposed, as a result of the Food Com- 
mission’s recommendations, to set up a 
permanent food cvuncil to watch prices 
and supplies, The council will be of 
representative character and will study 
the problem of food prices where the 
commission left off. It will be charged 
with the duties of watching prices and 
supplies of the principal foodstuffs, ad- 
vising the Government on all food ques- 
tions, examining complaints and mak- 
ing public from time to time in period- 
ical reports important facts about food 


prices. 

If experience shows compulsory powers 
are necessary, the Government will not 
hesitate to ask Parliament for any 
powers that may be required. 

*The Government proposes to consult 
representatives of local authorities and 
if they are satisfied that the system of 
registration of butchers would be prac- 
tical and in the interests of the con- 
sumer, it would invite the food council 
to report as to conditions of registra- 
tion and grounds on which registration 
should be cancelled or temporarily sus- 
pended. 

The Government has adopted the rec- 
ommendation of the food commissioners 
that cola storage proprietors should be 
required to furnish statistics of food 
in cold storage. 

Describing the Government's social 
program which is designed to attack 
causes of unrest upon which socialism 
thrives, Mr, Baldwin said: 

“It is not socialism and the extreme 
movements of socialism that I will waste 
my time in denouncing, it is the causes, 
it is the evils that create these things, 
that I am out to attack, because these 
evil doctrines are really begotten of a 
sense of social injustice and out of ignor- 
ance and it is our duty to dispel both, 
and therefore we want for our people 
better education, better housing and in- 
surance against the worst hazards of lity 
and we want to see more widely diffused 
possession and investment of capital. 
Doctrines preached today in regard to 
capitalism are misleading and mischiev- 
ous because capital is only our savings— 
savings of the rich and peer alike. e 
cannot get on without it, we want as 
much as we can get and we want it 
cheap. Achievements and improvements 
have come in this country with cheap- 
ness and growth of the amount and ex- 
tent of capital and we want to learn 
that you can dissipate and waste the 
capital of the country just as much by 
indulging in strife at home as you can 
by waging war in France and Flanders.”’

ers.”’ 

The Premier in conclusion dwelt on 
the industrial situation. He mentioned 
that while many industries are carrying 
on not without success, four of the 
greatest industries in this country—the 
coal trade, iron and steel trades, ship- 
building and engineering—are going 
through the cruellest times they ever ex- 
perienced, and he appealed for more ef- 
ficiency and scrapping of old methods.

To do 
that, in many ways we shall have to 
throw aside old methods and practices. 
Businesses in the same trade will have 
to come together, ee A will have to con- 
centrate on modern plant, they will have 
to scrap old methods, and nothing but 
the using of the best brains among them 
and the best endeavors on the part of 
all concerned will enable us to pull 
through these times. There is no room 
today in England for the 
slacker. 

“T want to Harness some of the enthu- 
siasm that is about for international 
peace to our home problems. I want 
and the whole of our party wants unity 
in place of discord and cooperation in 
place of antagonism. Without, peace in 
our country, without peace in our hearts 
without the will to peace and the will

Unfartunately everybody did 
not agree as to the treaty and we had 
a civil war. You do not realize what 
that meant to us. It was sad to us and 
sad to me.”

CRASH NEAR NEW HAVEN 


John M. Griffin and Helen Barnes 
the Victims—Car Overturned 
After Hitting Two Others.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 1.—Full 
identification today of the victims of 


the fatal automobile accident near 
Woodmont early this morning as Helen 
Barnes, a Ziegfeld Follies girl, and John 
M. Griffin, a sheffield Scientitic School 
junior, brought to light a hidden ro- 
mance involving the couple. Griffin’s 
friends related that he was in love with 
the woman and wanted to honey! A hes in 
spite of the fact that she was six years 
his senior. From_.her relatives came a 
statement that a Princeton graduate of 
New York City, whose name they with- 
held, was also deeply in love with her. 

The couple were almost instantly 
killed at a point between this city and 
Bridgeport. Griffin’s high-powered ma- 
chine was traveling at a terrific rate of 
speed and at a curve near the so-called 
Aims property it first struck a machine 
driven by Gerald Casey, who was accom- 
panied by David Rosenthal, also of this 
city. Then Grirrin’s car struck a ma- 
chine driven by Irvin Weiner of West- 
haven, who tried to turn off the turn- 
pike and evade the onrushing car. After 
this collision Griffin's machine turned 
over four times before it tore through 
a fence, careened off a boulder and 
rolled into the gutter.

LEWIS COMES BACK 
TO WRITE NEW TALE 


Aathor of “Arrowsmith” Says 
He Found Europeans Eager 
for American Writings. 


Sinclair Lewis, the American novelist, 
who returned from an eight months’ 
vacation in Europe on the Hamburg- 
American liner Albert Ballin yesterday 
morni€g, said in an interview last night 
at the Great Northern Hotel that the 
most surprising literary development in 
Europe was the sudden interest in mod- 
ern American writers evinced by the 
people in Germany and Austria. 

“| found all over Germany and Aus- 
tria an intense interest in American lit- 
erature,’’ declared the author of ‘‘Bab- 
bitt,’”” ‘““Main Street’”’ and ‘‘Arrowsmith."’ 
“Wherever I went I was asked by jour- 
nalists, bankers, business men, teachers, 
artists, writers and the man on the 
street In Vienna, Munich and Berlin, 
‘Who are your authors? What are the 
namés of your best recent books?’ - 

“They want novels which represent 
modern America, they want to read our 
fiction and our poetry. I found that 
they all knew about Carl Sandburg, 
Vachel Lindsay, Hergesheimer, Mencken, 
Theodore Dreiser, Jack London, Sher- 
wood Anderson and, of course, Walt 
Whitman. In Munich Kurt Woolff, the 
publisher, is planning to bring out a 
series of American novels.” 

Mr. Lewis warmly denied that he had 
ever described Americans as ‘‘pigs’’ on 
the occasion of his return from abroad 
last year. “I never used such an ex- 
pression and the whole interview was a 
fake,’’ he sald. 

Mr. Lewis declared that he found more 
vitality in American authors than in an 
now writing upon the Continent, wit 
the exception of England, where he said 
there is much splendid writing. He also 
found signs of some literary vigor in 
Germany, but a dearth of it in Italy, 
France and Austria.

COAST GUARDSMEN . 


Nine Say the Work !s Too Hard 
and Perilous, and Will 
Not Re-enlist. 


MORE ARE EXPECTED TO GO 


Reports of Bootleg Offers—Liquor 
Ring Orders Fast Armored 
Ships.

Nine members of the Coast Guard at- 
tached to Base 2, Staten Island, quit the 
service yesterday, and 100 niore are ex- 
pected to leave when their enlistments 
expire on July 1, It was. reported, but 
not confirmed, that bootleggers were of- 
fering inducéments to other members of 
the Coast Guard to abandon the task 
of chasing rum-runners. 

Those who left the service yesterday | 
had served two years. They said 
they were not re-enlisting because) 
they had not had enough shore liberty 
since the present crushde against the| 
rum fleet’ started. After spending 
twenty-one days at sea, they said, they 
had received only forty-eight hours’ 
shore leave. Those who had served on 
small boats also said their lives had} 
been jeopardized from machine-gun fire 
from rum runners, and that they had 
to chase whisky boats into shoal waters, 
where there was serious risk of running | 
ashore. They denied they had been ap-| 
proached by bootleggers. 

It was learned yesterday that a big 
New York bootlegging ring had given | 
orders to a shipyard in the metropoli- | 
tan district for the construction of a 
fleet of armored rum-runners as fast as | 
the famous Cigarette. As soon as these | 
boats were finished, it was predicted, 
they would go out and give the Coast | 
Guard a battle. They will carry ma-| 
chine guns, Crews of rum-running ships | 
are said to have refused to go out to sea 
since the blockade started unless they 
were affordéd protection against Coast 
Guard fire. 

The Cigarette, which can do forty-two 
knots an hour, was seized for the third 
time yesterday at a dry dock in Staten 
Island, charged with violation of the 
navigation laws. She was taken to the 
Battery. Her name had*been painted 
cut, and she had been repainted and 
refitted. She had bullet-proof windows. 
Customs officials said that it was a vio- 
lation of the law to change the name 
of the ship without a permit. Edward 
Barnes, assistant solicitor of the legal 
division of the Customs Service, said 
that the owners of the Cigarette had 
recently canceled her yacht license and | 
obtained a motorboat license at Bridge- 
port, Conn. n investigation is being 
made to learn her present owner. 

The destroyer Cunningham of the dry 
navy returned to Staten Island yester- 
day, reporting that she had stopped a 
400-horsepower speed boat leaving Eger 
Harbor Inlet for Rum Row last Satur- 
day by firing a shot across her bow. 
The Coast Guard men found no liquor, 
but learned that the skipper had $1,200, 
which he said he had received for a 
or of fish. The destroyer could do 
nothing except keep the boat under sur- 
velllance until it returned to shore. 

It was belleved that the speed boat was 
trying to reach,a three-masteud schooner 
which has been lying off Atlantic City 
for almost a month. The crew of the | 
cutter Seneca, which returned to Staten | 
Island yesterday after guarding this | 
schooner for some time, said she had | 
not been able to dispose of any of her | 
cargo. 

Many dry navy ships were anchored 
off Staten Island yesterday, and it was | 
said that the task of maintaining the 
blockade had become much easier.

Philadelphia Jurist Warns New 
Body Against Ignoring Dry

PHILADELPHIA, June 1.—Grand 
Jurors who allow their prejudices to 
sway their decisions were branded as 
“traitors to the sanctity of their oaths”’ 
by Judge McDevitt today in charging

*“‘We are being harrassed on all sides 
by a wave of unpreca@gented lawless- 
ness, disrespect for the’ law, disregard 
for authority and contempt for an 
oath,” Judge McDevitt declared. 

“This is no time to advocate mitigat- 
ing the rigors of the-punishment of the 
criminal. This is the time to inject 
common sense into the treatment of the 
wilful. violator of the law, the persistent 
desecration of the temple of justice. 


SCHOONER’S CREW FREED.

He had intended to.come here in 
April to attend the fortieth anniversary 
dinner of the Gridiron Club, and was 
to have been one of- the speakers, but 
was prevented from making the jour- 
ney by illness. The postponed visit was 
made with the-intention of disposing 
of them, but he had been unable to 
leave his hotel room since his arrival 
here last week. 


Won Popularity in Washington. 


In the eight years he spent in Wash- 
ington as Vice President, Mr. Marshal) 
came into great personal popularity. 
His genial manner, his homely philoso- 
phy, his common sense and his refusal 
to regard himself as different from 
other persons on account of the high 
office he held,. combined to make him 
hundreds of friends-of all political ten- 
dencies. He and Mrs. Marshall were 
sought constantly as guests of honor at 
notable private dinners, and the then 
Vice President's anecdotal story-telling 
ability enlivened many a company. 

During the deadlock over the Presi- 
dential nomination in the Democratic 
National Convention at San Francisco 
in 1920, Mr. Marshall's name was sug- 
gested as a happy compromise, and his 
qualifications were pressed vigorously 
by the delegation from Indiana.

Spaniards to Make a Landing. 


‘MARSEILLES, June 1 (4.—Military 
observers arriving here from Morocco 
state the Spanish are making new ef- 
forts to subjugate the Riffian tribes- 
men by dropping large quantities \ of 
bombs on the newly sown land and up- 
on the ripening crops of barley and 
wheat in the vicinity of Alhucemas Bay. 
Every day since May 25 air squadrons 
have left Melilla for the Alhucemas 
district, but the aviators report their 
efforts seemingly have had little effect, 


as the Riffiang worked calmly in thelr 
fields both before ang after the aerial 


attacks, o 

When the aerial bombing begins in 
preparation for the proposed spanish 
campaign in the Alhucemas district, 
planes ray be J gas bombs will fly back 
and forth between Melilla and Tetuan. 
Those leaving Melilla will make their 
attacks and then proceed to Tetuan 
replenishing their supply of bombs and 
returning the following day to Alhu- 
cemas, and then to their base ‘at Me- 
lila. The planes from Tetuan will re- 
verse this operation. . 

The date for the opening of the mejor 
Spanish operation, the landing on the 
shores of hucemas Bay, has not yet 
been fixed, or at least has not been 
made public; but it {is expected within 
ten or fifteem days. ‘ 

Weeks of aerial activities haye pre- 
ceded the movement, and all assistance 
possible will be given the army to make 
the campaign a success. A large num- 
ber of small warsh{ps will partially 
blockade the coastline, closely approach- 
ing the shore line in the Alhucemas Bay, 
which practically will be closed. When 
the moment for landing arrives these 
vessels will spread’ a curtain of fire 
under the cover of which two groups of 
regular native troops will land from 
rafts.

MARSHALL COMBINED 
PHILOSOPHY AND WIT 


Won Admiration as an I[nter- 
preter of the Spirit of the 


Middle West. 


Thomas Riley Marshall is described in 
blographi¢al reference beoks as ‘an 
American lawyer and public official,’ 
but he was really best known to hig 
countrymen as a Hoosier philosopher 
and humorist who interpreted to them 
the spirit of the great Middle West. Hae 
was a successful lawyer and he served 
with distinction as.Governer of Indiana 
and Vice President of the United States, 
but niany believe that his chief claim to 
fame was his gift of quaint, pithy 
epigram. 

It was he who interrupted a Senate 
debate, when Vice President, with the 
statement: ‘‘What this country really 
needs is a good five-cent cigar.’’ That 
this was more than a jest developed 
from the subsequent trend of prices and 
social unrest. He was opposed to pro- 
hibition and pacifism, and last year he 
expressed himself on the state of the 
country as follows: 

“The trouble with America today is 
there are too many preachers legislating 
and tao few legislators praying.’ ‘ 

He-could always be counted upen to 
apeak the truth bluntly and with a dash 
of wit, in a way that appesied 9 the 
common man. This made hinr somethin 
of an amateur oracle, whose advice al- 
ways was heeded with respect, but, in 
th- opinion of gome political observers, 
{t also limited his political career. It was 
said that if he had conducted himself 
with dull solemnity, instead of whimsical 
zest, he probably would have advanced 
much further in politics. 


Descended From Virginia Marshalis.

IN ARMS BAN DRAFT. 


Subcommissions Urge Dropping

Ten Covering Search of Vessels 
AMERICAN LEADS ATTACK 


Delegate Says Country Cannot En- 
- ter inte Treaty on Pretext to 
Punish a Sovereign State.

GENEVA, June 1.~—Recommendations 
Were made by the Legal and Military 
Commissions this morning to eliminete 
eleven more articles from the draft of 
the convention for the control of the in- 
ternational] trade in arms, The articles 
deal with sanctions and wartime zones. 

The United States member of the 
Legal Commission made an eloquent at- 
tack on Article 13, dealing with sanc- 
tions, and declared it had no place 
in the convention. : 

The unluckily numbered article pro- 
vides that when a nation in & prohibited 
zone has to transport arms across the 
territory of another, State {t must ob- 
tain the authority of that State and 
give guarantees that the arms will not 
be used illicitly, Any violation would 
be punished by concerted action of the 
bordering States te prevent further im- 
portation of arms. 

The American delegate explained that 
the United States could not admit in the 
treaty rights any: States under any pre- 
text to form a combination to punish a 
sovereign State, 

The Military ‘Commission of the con- 
ference this morning accepted and 
passed on to the Geographic Commis- 
sion the recommendation of the naval 
subcommission to terminate Chapter. V, 
containing ten articles dealing with war- 
time supervision. This roblem was 
originally placed in the hands of the 
Geograp ic -Commission, which asked 
the advice of the. Military Commission, 
which in turn constituted a:special sub- 
commission to deal with it. As written 
in the draft of the convention, the ar- 
ticles provide for the prohibition of arms

law, and anti-race track and bookmak- 
ing legisiation, He showed his humani- 
tarian viewpoint by pushing legislation 
looking to the moral and physical wel- 
fare of the State’s unfortunates.

Chesen for Vice President. 


Mr. Marshall's opposition te Taggart, 
while it won him further national at- 
tention, did net reach an epen rupture. 
At the Democratic National Conven- 
tion {n Baltimore in 1912 Taggart sup- 
ported Marshall as Indiana's ‘‘favorite 
son’’ candidate for the’ Presidential 
nomination throughout several ballots, 
and finally cast the Indiana votes for 
Marshall as the candidate for Viee Pres- 
ident. As a running mate of Woodrow 
Wilson Mr. Marshall was elected the 
twenty-eighth Vice President of the 
United States, and was re-elected with 
Mr. Wilson in 1916. ’ 

As Vice President Mr. Marshall pur- 
sued the traditional course of incum- 
bents of that office. He did not seek to 
achieve reforms in the Senate rules, as 
does General Dawes, but contented him- 
self with presiding over the meetings 
of the Senate and with living the quiet 
life of “a plain, everyday average 
Ameriean eitizen,’’ a description upon 
which he prided himself. ~ 

In Washington, as back, home in” Co- 
lumbla City, he was affectionately re- 
Yérred to as ‘‘Tom’’ Marshall by a “wide 
gircle of friends and acquaintanees, and 
by the people as well. He had plenty of 
time in“ Washington te devote himself 
to two of his favorite pursults—reading 
and telling stories. Nothing pleased him 
more than to steal away from the Senate 
chamber to his private office and spend 
an hour smoking his pipe and relating 
his experiences as a country lawyer. 

Other things of which the former Vice 
President was fond, according to a 
Washington correspondent who wrot€ of 
this subjec were cigars, baseball 
games, baked beans, sauerkraut, detec- 
tive stories and congenial society. His 
wife's likes were reported as housekeep- 
fhe, riding in ‘‘one-hoss shays,’’ reading 
George Ade and Charles Dickens, at- 


tending grand opera, sewing,- doing 
church work and talking about her hus- 


band. , 

ire. Marshall before her marriage was 
Miss Lois 1. Kemsey of Angola, Ind., 
whose father was Chief Clerk of the 
Circuit Court there at the time Mr. Mar- 
shall was Judge of that court.

Vice President Marshall supported 
President Wilson consjstently throughout 
the two terms of the Wilson Administra- 
tion. Before the war he was a stanch 


advocate of peace, and stood firmly be- | 


hind President Wilson in his negtrality 
program, After this country entered 
the war Mr, Marshall threw himself 
whole-heartedly inte the movement to 
arouse the country. He spoke and wrote 
vigorously in support of the allied and 
American cause. 

At a great mass meeting before the 
Altar of Liberty in Madison Square in 
the Fall of 1918 Mr. Marshall expressed 
what he termed an “apology” for his 
part in the neutrality of this country 
previous to 1917, saying that he wished 
he eould have seen earlier that there was 
né@ question as to which side wag right 
and which side was wrong. After the 
war he said he was for perce but was 
not a pacifist, and that he believed in 
preparedness. 7

purpose was to suppress such influence 
as might affect the operations of ‘inter- 
state commerce through the application 


| to them of the individual intelligence of 


those engaged in commerce, enlightened 


| by accurate information as to the essen- 
‘tial elements of the economics or a 
| trade or business however gathered. or 


disseminated.”’ 

“‘We can find no basis in the gathering 
and dissemination of such information 
by them or in their activities under the 
present organization. for the inference 
that such doncerted action will neces- 
sarily result within the rule laid down 
in those cases.’’ (The American Column 
case and the American Linseed Oil Com- 
pany case.) 

‘“‘We decide only that trade associa- 
tions or combinations of persons or 
corporations which openly and fairly 
gather and disseminate information as 
to the cost of their product, the* volume 
of production, the actual price which 


| the product has brought in past trans- 


actions, stocks of merchandise on hand, 
approximate cost of transportation from 


| the principal point of shipment to the 


points of consumption, as did these de- 
fendants, and who, as they did, meet and 
discuss such information and statistics 
without, however, reaching or attempt- 
ing to reach any agreement or any con- 
certed action with respect to prices or 
production or restraining competition, do 
not thereby engage in unlawful restraint 
of commerce.”’ 

In the cement case the Brernment 
charged that the defendants, through 
the activities of the association, con- 
trolled prices and production in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

“1. By the use of specific F. O. B. 
contracts for future delivery of cement, 
accompanied by a system of reports and 
trade espionage having as its objective 
the restriction of deliveries of cement 
under those conracts. 

“2. By compiling and distributing 
among the members freicht rate books 
which give the rate of freight from ar- 
bitrary basing points of delivery within 
the territorial area served by the sev- 
eral defendants, 

“3. By exchange of information con- 
a ee credits. 

“4. activities of the association at 
its meetings.”’ 

The Government contended that unl- 
formity of prices and limitation of pro- 
duction were necessary results of these 
activities, but it did not charge any 
agreement to limit prices or production, 
nor did it state that prices were exces- 
sive or unreasonable. Nothing was ad- 
duced to show that competition had been 
destroyed. 

In pang the Court’s opinion in 
this case Justice Stone said the two 
essential elements in a conspiracy to re- 
strain commerce were the gathering and 
reporting of information which would 
enable individual members of the asso- 
ciation to avoid making cement deliv- 
erles on specific job contracts which, by 
the terms of the contracts, they were 
not bound to deliver, and the gathering 
of information as to production, price 
of cement sold on specific job contracts 
and transportation costs.

purpose of gathering and distributing 
these two classes of information is not 
denied, That a consequence of the gath-

were prompt to avail themselves, is not 
open to dispute, 

“‘We do not see, however, in the ac- 
tivity of the defendants with respect to 
specific job’ contracts any basis for the 
contention that they constitute an un- 
lawful restraint of commerce.’’ 

The Justice also said that the Court 
could not regard “the gathering and re- 
porting of information through the co- 
operation of the defendants with refer- 
ence to production, prices in actual 
glosed specific contracts and of trans- 
portation costs, as an unlawful restraint 
of commerce, even though it be assumed 
that the result tends to bring about uni- 
formity in price.’”’ 

The dissenting opinion by Associate 
Justice McReynolds stated: 

“These causes disclose carefully devel- 
oped plans to cut down normal competi- 
tion in interstate trade and commerce. 
Long impelled by this purpose, appel- 
lants have adopted various expedients 
through which they evidently hoped to 
defeat the policy of the law without sub- 
jecting themselves to punishment. 

“They are parties to definite and un- 
usual combinations and agreements, 
whereby each is obligated to reveal to 
confederates the intimate details of his 
business and is restricted in his free- 
dom of action. It seems to. me that 
ordinary knowledge of human nature 
and of the impelling force of greed 
ought to permit no serious doubt con- 
cerning the ultimate outcome of the ar- 
rangements. We may confidently ex- 
pect the destruction of that kind of 
competition long relied upon by the 
public for establishment of fair prices 
and to preserve which the Anti-Trust 
act was passed, 

“United States v. ‘American Linseed 
Oi1 Company, 262 U. S. 371, states the 
doctrine which I think should be rigor- 
ously applied. Pious protestations and 
smug preambles but intensify distrust 
when men are found busy with schemes 
to enrich themselves through circum. 
ventions, and the Government ought not 
to be required supinely to await the 
final destruction of competitive condi- 
tions before demanding relief through 
the courts. The statute supplies means 
for prevention. Artful gestures should 
not hinder their application. 

“I think the courts below reached 
right conclusions and their decrees 
shoul be affirmed.”

Leaves Orange Free State, Which | 
Greeted Him Most Cordially.

HARRISMITH, Orange Free State, 
June 1.—The Prince of Walesbade good- 
bye to Orange Free State burghers 
here last evening before crossing the} 
snowclad Drakensberg into Natal. He} 
had spent the week-end on the huge 
Westminsters farm property in the Free 
State. He arrived in the pouring rain 
and his opportunities for exercise were 
much restricted by the unfavorable 
weather, which constituted a record for 
the district ‘ 
The Prince attended divine service 
yesterday morning fn the chapel of the 
farm, ‘Today he went first to Bethle- 
hem and thence came to this place 
Since leaving Bloemfontein he has 
toured the northern and eastern divi- 
sions of the province on a wide circle 
which brought him into touch with a 
dozen principal rural centres. 
General Hertzog in a speech at Cape | 
Town prophesied that ‘‘in the lonely | 
j e Orange Free State your | 
] ness will experience nothing 
but the heartiest welcome, with no Fr 
ring note anywhere,” and there indeed 
has been no discord, no holding aloof 
by any section of this particular unit | 
of the Union. 
At Bethlehem this morning the Prince | 
heard the national song of the Qrange | 
Free State, republicans joining voices 
With British colonists. Bethlehem had 
suffered a heavy loss through fire which | 
nearly destrowed some large flour mills | 
yesterday, and the: Prince’s first refer- 
ence in his public addréss was of sympa- 
thy with the workers at the mill, which 
he subsequently visited. i 
At Harrismith the Prince took the op- | 
portunity to thank the Free Staters for 
the cordial. reception and stated that 
“this welcome is so spontaneous, s0 real 
and so unaffected that if the future lieg | 
with me I'll do my best to’ come to sed 
you again.”” , 
efore leaving the Prince laid a 
wreath at the base of one of the disks 
raised’ in memory of the Grenadier and 
Scots Guards who fell in the district in 
the early days of the Boer war, and 
another wreath at the foot of the Great 
War Cenotaph unveiled by Lord Haig 
in April, 1923.

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COMPARES COLLEGES 
HERE AND IN CANADA 


Sir Robert Falconer Points to 
Our Aim to Foster Democracy 
in Schools. 


CANADIAN TREND DIVERSE 


But Undergraduate Life Is Much 
Alike, Says Lecturer in Final 
Glasgow Talk.

LONDON, June 1.—Sir Robert Fal- 
coner, President of the Universit yof To- 
ronto, delivered the sixth of his Watson 
chair lectures at Glasgow University to- 
Gay and dealt especially with ‘‘educa- 
tion.”’ 


In the last lecture of his course 
on “The United States as a Neighbor,” 
Sir Robert Falconer compared American 
end Canadian education—in under- 
@raduate life and graduate study, in 
fiternity life, in methods of teaching 
gad administration, in academic free- 
dom,' in private endowments and State 
support and in influence across the 
border. 

Sir Robert ointed out that the num- 
ber of Canadian‘ students accepted in 
American universities has increased 
rapidly since the Pye res of the 
twentieth century, that Canadian grad- 
uate students are taken for advanced 
work on the same terms as American 
‘students, and that Canadians have found 
positions open to them on the staffs of 
‘American colleges and universities. 

After sketching the history of higher 
education in the United States and 
Canada he discussed the differences be- 
tween colleges in the two countries. 

“The American college embodies a 
@istinctive ideal,” he said. “It professes 
to afford a liberal education by means 
of discipline in time-honored subjects, 
adapted to arid modified by modern ex- 
perience, and to provide a wholesome 
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charging the youth if unfit or indiffer- 


noral atmosphere in which the charac- 
er of undergraduates who are in resi- 
dence may fashioned to American 
standards. It must be admitted that in 
many of these colleges the social has 
displaced the religious influence and in 
some the tone is set by the sons of the 
wealthier classes. The contrast between 
the meagre equipment and frugal days 
of their origin and their present amenity 
ard opulence is at once an indication of 
the material development of the United 
States and of the change of view as 
regards the social advantage of a col- 
lege education. But the tradition of the 
original purpose persists and is the 
same mutatis mutandis as was created 
and lives in the colleges of Oxford and 
Cambridge, which were their exemplars. 

“In. process of time, through private 
benefaction, several of the oldest col- 
leges have grown into universities 
which in_all essentials compare with the 
historic European institutions of learn- 
ing. Other new universities of the same 
class have been established and splen- 
didly faulpped both in the East and 
West, but the distinctive American unl- 
versity is the State university.” 


Our Aim to Foster Democracy. 

Sir Robert said that the rise and 
growth of the Canadian universities had 
been different from the American, until 
the appearance of the new universities 
in the Western Provinces. After review- 


ing the historical differences, he dis- 
comet those that exist today as .fol- 
ows: 

“The American college takes serious] 
its task of educating the democracy; it 
therefore believes that it has a duty to 
see that the undergraduate does his 
work; it holds itself also responsible tn 
measure to the parent for either 4is- 


ent, or encouraging him to success. This 
task is made the harder because, except 
in the larger and oider universities of 
the Bast, most institutions, and espe- 
cially the State universities, do not con- 
duct matriculation examinations, but 
receive their entrants on the recommen- 
dation of the principals of accredited 
schools—that is to say, those recog- 
nized by the university as petatels 
a definite standard of equipment an 
instruction. This has in recent years led 
to congestion of students in the first 
year, so that classification for .eaching 
purposes is difficult. Hence the néces- 
sity for provosts and deans and super- 
visors, whose duty it is to thin out by 
various tests -and arrange suitable 
groups, at a great waste, as it appears 
to the Canadian, of the time of compe- 
tent teachers who should be giving in- 
struction 

“Far less emphasis is placed by the 
American university on the compre- 
hensive examination at the end of a 
term of academic, year than in the 
British university. In respect of method 
of instruction, the average Canadian 
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college and university has followed its 
British models. 


Different Life in Canadian Colleges. 


“The Canadian undergraduate curri- 
culum in arts owes little to American 
influence. Professing to offer the sub- 
stance of a liberal education, it main- 
tains in a somewhat conservative spirit 
the Ci . and methods which it re- 
ceived from Britain many years ago, 
though duates of British universities 
and of those of the United States who 
have joined the teaching staffs have 
been constantly introducing modifica- 
tions. It holds true of Canadian as of 
American universities that much of their 
instruction in the first two years be- 
longs really to secondary education. 

“But there is one chief feature in 
the Canadian Faculty of Arts, which it 
has derived from Britain. which sharp- 
ly differentiates it from the American; 
the provision for honors and pass 
courses. This is really selective educa- 
tion, the attempt being made to separate 
students into classes according to previ- 
ous preparation and natural aptitudes. 
Those who take the pass course—the 
average students—are given in a fairly 
balanced and not too rigid variety of 
subjects the elements of a liberal educa- 
tion. A smaller number, the more pro- 
ficient in some such field as classics, 
history, mathematics, the sciences, re- 
ceive special education in small classes, 
either in the whole or the latter years 
of their course, and in these they ac- 
quire more thorough method and such 
mastery of their subject as their ma- 
turity will allow, and take with them 
a fairly trained mind if they go into a 
professional Faculty or proceed to a 
graduate school.”’ 

' The similar social standards in the 
homes from which the average Ameri- 
can and Canadian students come, Sir 
Robert went on, result in similar under- 
graduate activities. Although there are 
more wealthy students in the older 
Eastern institution than in Canada, he 
found that in both countries a demo- 
cratic temper prevails and the majority 
of students earn at least part of their 


way. 
Sir Robert found the fraternities in|} 


American colleges on the whole a good 
influence. 

“The ritual sets before the member 
ideal principles of conduct,’’ he said. 
“The society affords him comradeship, 
guidance and reesponsibility; and it 


does for him something such as is done 
for the English student by his college; |} 
it helps him culturally for his later sta- |! 


tion in life. Especially in large, non- 
residential universities the fraternity, it 
would appear, assists the individual stu- 
dent, who might otherwise be lost, to 
find himself. Of late years supervision 
is exercised over the local chapters by 
their headquarters staff, with the re- 
sult, so it is affirmed, that manners and 
scholarship have been greatly improved 
in all fraternities."’

ARMY OFFICER'S BRIDE

Had Been Arrested for Making 
Telephone Calls to Gover- 
nors Island. 


Mrs. Fay Schein Roberts, 18 years old, 
who was committed to the Manhattan 
State Hospital last March after making 
a number of telephone calls to army of- 
ficers stationed at Governors Island, was 
discharged as sane yesterday by,a jury 
before Supreme Court Justice Lydon. 
Mrs, Roberts was married to Lieutenant 
Hayward Roberts, U. 38. A., a West 
Point graduate, in November, 1924, and 
was arrested on the complaint of army 
officers while telephoning to Governors 
Island from a booth in a Broadway res- 
taurant. She was committed to the hos- 
pital by her husband. Her father. 
Pinkus . Schein of 240 East Houston

Mrs. Roberts testified that her com- 
mittal to the hospital followed a party 
at the Hotel Brevoort last March. A 


course of the party, Mrs. Roberts said, 
and she became so intoxicated she was 
unable to control herself, Her husband 
was notified by one of her friends, and 
had her sent to the hospital. 

Dr. Irving J. Sands, a neurologist, at 
one time connected with Columbia Uni- 
versity and several hospitals and institu- 
tions for mental trouble, testified that 
he considered Mrs. Roberts sane, al- 
though at the time she was sent to the 
hospital she might have been suffering 
from mental disorders. At present, he 
said, she showed no signs of insanity. 

Another expert on mental ills, Dr. 
Ellen P. Langner, who is in charge of 
the wards at the Manhattan State Hos- 
gal. said that she had been caring for 
Mrs. Roberts since April 14 last and be- 
Meved her to be insane. 

Justice Lydon, in charging the jury, 
ordered the consideration of two ques- 
tions, whether the patient was sane and 
able to take care of herself, and whether 
she was a fit person to be committed to 
an institution for the insane. The jury 
deliberated an hour before declaring the 
patient sane. She was guarded by an 
attendant from the hospital while in 
court; but when the verdict was returned 
in her favor she left the court room with 
her father and mother.

Somé ardent motion picture enthusiasts 
must have a wild idea of the French 
capital after having witnessed some of 
the apache stories that have been pro- 


dued in the last two years. There ap- 
pears to be a glamour about this Paris 
thief that prompts film makers to see 
that he is not neglected for lon At 
the Capitol this week is a ori al ef- 
fort entitled ‘Parisian Nig ts,"" which 
ig perhaps more fa@htastic than the ma- 
jority of pee art of this type. But 
bizarre thou it is, it holds the in- 
terest throug ut its great length, and 
one is actually curlous as to how the 
happy ending is to be a®complished. 

In one chapter of this new film the 
American heiress is bound to a chair. 
The gallant terror of Paris is tied to a 
wooden post and a bald-headed old man 
is heating a wicked-looking weapon with 
which, it is inferred, the hero's eyes are 
to be rendered sightless. The young wo- 
man, a cohort of the thieves, is watching 
pot eyes of the wealthy beauty who has 

tured the heart of the man she loves. 
th such a sequence, anybody is bound 
to be interested in the outcome. 

After one accepts the outlandish ideas 
in this picture it Is quite stirring, and 
there are a number of original tactics 
on the part of the scenario writer and 
the director. The subtitles in several 
instances afe epigrammatic and the play- 
ers, on the whole, give an excellent ac- 
count- of themselves, considering the 
melodramatic incidents. 

Elaine Hammerstein, sturdy, bright 
eyed and attractive, impersonates Adele 
whose 
Paris apartment is broken into one night 
by Jean, the crafty Adonis of the 
apaches and his colleague, Jacques. 
When the thieves are disturbed by the 
police, Jean assists Jacques to escape, 
and then, ——— a gallant role, re- 
turns Adele's jewels. Suddenly struck 
by the appearance of this terror of 
Paris, Adele insists to the police that he 
is her model. This idea strikes Jean 
as whimsically interesting and he sub- 
sequently poses for Adele. Lou Tellegen 
plays the part of this rascal, and proves 
when he is. stripped to the waist that 
he is athleticaand muscular. He becomes 
infatuated with the stunning American 
girl and one day tries to kiss her.. She 
rebuffs him, but that night decides to 
visit the Tavern, a dive wherein gather. 
the apaches. Adele is accompanied by 
a police official, who is garbed in the 
usual immaculate evening clothes, such 
as must.be worn in films bY every swell. 
when going to such a place. 

Then follows a scene where.Jean ac- | 
tually snubs Adele, which prompted a | 
young lady to our left to say: Koad 
high-hatted her. What do you know 
about that?’’ 

In this narrative there are other bands | 
of thieves, one of which is known as the | 
Wolves. They are antagonistic to Jean 
and his gang, and just for a joke, one! 
day, they kill one of his lieutenants | 

and leave the body propped up against | 
the door, with a lighted cigarette in the 
fingers of the right hand. Just, as | 
Marshal Neilan did in. ‘‘Fools First,’’ Al} 
Santell arranges that Jean escapes ar- | 
rest for murder on the strength of mak- | 
ing the dead man appear to be alive. 
Jean puts the body in.a chair, and the | 
police search .for the _ body, thinking | 
nothing of the extraordinary silence of | 
Jean’s companion, 

There are quite a number of gripping 
dramatic points in this story, which are 
originally worked out. In one scene} 
Adele ro td a pistol’ at Jean and he 
smiles, telling her that such a weapon 
is useless without thé cartridges, which | 
he, produces from his pocket. Adele, of | 
course, thinks that. Jean has unloaded 
the revolver and she is much surprised 
when he breaks the, weapon and shows 
her that it was lvaded, all the time. 

The ending to this story is a bit too 
lurid, rather reminiscent of the old- 
fashioned serials, as thé director has a 
hefty-looking gun bombard the pe 
ing in which the Wolves are hiding with 
their captives, Jean and Adele. How- 
ever, one has to accept a lot in this 
story, and as it is extraordinarily well- 
filmed, with .convincing settings, it 
makes a really good entertainment, far 
better than most melodramas or apache 
stories. 

Mr. Tellegen is effective in the part 
of Jean and Miss Hammerstein is 
capable as the heroine. Gaston Glass 
is impressive as Jacques. Reneé Adoree 
is earnest as the girl apache, who is 
steadfastly devoted to Jean.

ZIEGFELD FOR WEBER'S 
' STANDARD-PRICE PLAN 


Agrees No. 2 Companies Shouldn’t 
Charge as Much for Seats as 
'» the Original Ones. 


Florenz Ziegfeld, producer of the Zieg- 
feld Follies, yesterday issued a state- 
ment indorsing a propased resolution by 
L., Lawrence Weber “whereby ‘he .would 
have theatre managers standardize their 
box-office prices next season. 

“I perfectly agree with Mr. Weber,” 
said Mr. Ziegfeld, “that all No. @ 
companies should charge $3 for musical 


shows and §2 for dramatic shows on 
the road.. It is not fair that managers 
should charge the same price for No. 
2 companies that they do for the 
original New York companies with the 
original casts. Some managers, are not 
content with No. .2 .companies, — but 
even have four or five cémpanies on 
the road at the same prices. As a 
result of this arrangement, the public 
is often misled and does not know if it 
is getting the real thing or not. Very 
frequently, gor fear of being fooled, it 
stays away from the theatre entirely. 
“No manager, however, can afford to 
cut the prices when he sends eut an 
original company from New York with 
the original stars, for the cost of pro- 
duction, and transportdti and other 
expenses—even at capaci business— 
are so great that he cannot exist at less 
than a $5 rate. y 
“In the case of. a show like ‘Kid 
Boots,’ with the original cast, it is abso- 
lutely impossible to make a profit unless 
you charge $5 a seat, with actors’ sala- 
ries as high as they are now. . I per- 
sonally, however, have never been in 
favor of No. 2 companies, and it 
is for this reason that I -have never 
sent out second companies of the 
athe ‘Kid Boots’ and ‘Louie. the 
th / 

“I have always believéd and mi 
enced the fact that the public is willing 
to pay a fair price for value received, 
but I regret to say that it is absolutely 
imperative that actors’ salaries be re- 
duced, and the cost of production, be; | 
cause no manager can exist under pres- 
ent conditions. The truth of. this state- | 
ment is evidenced by the fact that sev- 
eral big musical revues will be -discon- 
tinued after this season.”’

RUTH BACK IN GAME, 
BUT YANKS LOSE, 5-3 


Convalescent Hero Is Unable to 
Rouse Mates, Who Fall Before 
. Senators for Fifth in Row. 


MISSES HOMER BY INCHES 


Still Woefully Weak, Babe Also 
Makes One of the Most Bril- 
liant Plays of the Year. 


JOHNSON CHECKS HUGMEN 


Falters in Elghth, but Marberry 
Comes to the Rescue—Rice 
Leads Attack on Jones.

Blimmer and weaker, his face drawn 
and his legs so feeble that they could 
hardly carry him over the ground, base- 
ball’s greatest invalid came back yes- 
terday to grace the diamond again—and 
to listen to the old familiar music of 
10,000 wildly cheering fans. ‘ 

Ruth rose again but the Yankees con- 
tinued on the downward trail. The team 
was sicker than the man, and the able- 
bodied Senators, playing irresistible ball, 
won at the Stadium by 5 to 3. This de- 
feat, the Yanks’ fifth straight, sent them 
careening down to within a half game of 
last place. Ruth is starting at scratch. 

In six innings—as many as he could 
etand—the convalescent clouter drew one

Not an impressive record, yet, consid- 
ering the condition of the man, it stands 
as the finest day that Ruth has contrib- 
uted to baseball.

He could scarcely 
run at faster than a dog trot. As he 
moved over the ground his legs churned 
uP and down like those of a runner in 
distress, 


Makes Brilliant Play. 


His cruising radius in right field was 
only a scant few yards, but in the fifth 
he made what was to this observer one 
of the greatest plays of many cam- 
paigns.

Yesterday’s decision by the Supreme | 


Court holding invalid’ the Oregon 
School law is none the less welcome for 
being expected. The statute set aside 
was born of prejudice. It would have 
required parents in Oregon to take 
all their children between the ages of 


8 and 16 out of private or parochial | 


schools and send them to the public} 
schools of the State. The measure} 
professed to be one of equality, but it | 
was plainly directed most intolerantly | 
@t a single class. It was one of the| 
most hateful by-products of the Ku} 
Klux movement, which now happily | 
seems to be dying out. The Supreme 
Court does not deny the right of the 
State to pass compulsory education | 
laws, but it holds that the guarantees 
of religious freedom and individual lib- 
erty are violated when the attempt is 
made to say exactly how and where 
children shall be educated. It is the 
end but not the means which the State 
is entitled to prescribe. 

It will be noted that it is an enact- 
ment by a State which the Supreme | 
Court has decided to be repugnant to 
the Constitution. Will there now be 
an outcry against confiding such 
tyrannical powers to Judges? We 
think not.

Then there is the Kelly law, which 
authorizes the Postoffice Department 
to ‘contract with private enterprise 
for the carrying of malls by air- 
plane. A fair price will be paid. 
Out of the transportation of express 
and freight a profit should be made 
on the whole enterprise. Subsidy 1s 
involved, but not in the form of cash 
payments without a return. 

The Government can help the indus- 
try materiaty by constructing land- 
ing fields and lighting airways at 
night to be used by commercial com- 
panies as well as by the Postoffice 
and other departments. A moderate 
charge could be made for the use of 
the fields. Perhaps most helpful of 
all would be the enactment of a law 
regulating aviation, which would pro- 
vide for licensing pilots, inspecting 
machines and directing their opera- 
tion. Again and again regulatory 
bills have been introduced in Congress, 
only to come to nothing. ‘It is high 
time the country which is destined to 
have the greatest aeronautical devel- 
opment in the world legislated to speed 
the consummation. In that day com- 
mercial aviation and air defense will 
be practically synon;mous. 


COLLEGE READING. 

The question how much college stu- 
dents read, outside of the books pre- 
scribed in course, and what they read 
has been under lively debate at Prince- 
ton. The Professor Emeritus of Eng- 
lish Literature, Dr. VAN Dyke, thinks 
that the amount of voluntary reading 
done is negligible. He fears that col- 
lege youth today are failing to get 
the knowledge which they ought to 
have of the best that has been thought 
and written.. They cannot get it from 
lectures. They will not get it from 
reading. But this opinion is chal- 
lenged by the Princeton Librarian. 
He has the records to show what use 
of the library is made by undergrad- 
uates, at least 10 per cent. of whom, 
he declares, can truthfully be called 
‘hard réaders.’’ 

Yet when he comes down to details, 
which are always the mischief in such 
a controversy, he has to confess that 
almost all of the reading done is of 
contemporary authors. THACKERAY, 
Scort, Grorce Exiot long since sank 
below the undergraduate horizon. 
Even KIPLING and STEVENSON have 
become obsolescent for the college stu- 
dent. Their places have been taken 
by GALSWoRTHY, CONRAD, HERGES- 
HEIMER, SINCLAIR Lewis and EDNA 
FerBer. This makes it evident that 
the college man wants mainly to know 
who are the “live ones” of his own 
generation. Dead authors he is per- 
fectly willing to leave to the Dryas- 
dusts. Doubtless this has always been 
largely the case, But how lucky were 
the college boys to whom the great 
names of yesterday and of the day 
before were vibrant with contemporary 
interest! 

The proportion of young men in col- 
lege who read widely must always 
have been small in any class. Possibly 
it is as large today as ever. It is at 
least significant that there is a dis- 
tinct university movement to promote 
and reward independent reading by 
students. If they can acquire the 
habit they ought to understand that it 
is the best thing they can get from 
college. An old professor, covered 
with titles and honors, having long 
filled the chair of Comparative Liter- 
ature and Heaven knows what other 
recondite subjects, was asked what he 
really. taught. He replied, simply: “ I 
teach reading.’” If he was truly able 
to teach it, he should have been 
ranked at the head of the entire 
Faculty. 


FRESH FOOD FOR THE CITY. 

It is a commonplace in suburban 
districts near New York that most of 
the vegetables and other fresh foods 
are shipped out from the city. Some 
even go so far as to say that it is 
easier to get fresh eggs and “greens "’ 
in the city than in the country. Many 
as are the exceptions to this rule, the 
examination of marketing facilities in 
and about New York conducted by the 
Port Authority in conjunction with 
the Department of Agriculture shows 
that places as distant as Bridgeport, 
Conn., and Perth Amboy, N. J., daily 
send trucks to New York to obtain 
fresh fruits and other perishable foods. 
This does not mean that they ignore 
local markets. It does mean, however, 
that the volume of foodstuffs shipped 
into New York by water and rail 
every day is greater than the city 
itself uses. Unfortunately the steady 
increase in the city’s population means 
that the present terminal facilities in 
the city are becoming more inadequate 
each year. The annual increase in 
traffic to feed this growing popula- 
tion is about 6 per cent. 

In publishing the results of their 
three-year study of the marketing 
problem in New York and neighbor- 
hood, the “Port Authority and Depart- 
ment of Agriculture suggest that the 
most effective remedy is twofold: 
First, to decentralize about 25 per 
cent. of the food shipments, these to 
be handled at borough distribution 
points at the same time that another 
25 per cent. is held at receiving plat- 
forms in less congested areas awaiting 
demand; second, to provide better 
facilities of transshipment from car to 
market, s0.as to eliminate | lost time 


ami unnecessary expense. This means 
that, in the opinion of these authori- 
ties, gradual decentralization of 50 
pes" cent. of the produce traffic can be 
effected, and the balance made more 
acc:essible for systematic handling and 
distribution. 

It needs but little thought to grasp 
thé immense difficulties of feeding 
nine million people. The hofisekeeper 
who buys a head of lettuce has re- 
ceived 1-7,680th part of a carload of 
lettuce. Each year 5,000 carloads, 
more or less, of this one vegetable are 
shippeil into New York for distribu- 
tion. From the car sent to the whole- 
saler the crates are taken by the 
jobber. Thence they go’ to’ retailers. 
Each operation requires transship- 
ment, Inasmuch as the jobbers take 
ouly part of a car of lettuce, and need 
also crates of other vegetables and 
fruits, it means that the organization 
of the central markets has to be 
thoroughly systematic unless much 
time is to be lost. Lost time tmplies 
congestion, and as the space jis limited 
and the goods are perishable, conges- 
tion means increased cost. 

There is little doubt that the dis- 
tributers would welcome the introduc- 
tion of better terminal facilities within 
the city itself. But on the matter of 
decentralization opinion promises to be 
more divided. In theory it would be 
much better to distribute from a larger 
numberof centres than at present. 
Technical difficulties, however, are 
hard to overcome except at large cost. 
Furthermore, the tendency toward 
centralization has been fostered by 
market requirements, and efforts to 
interfere with it radically would prob- 
ably arouse strong opposition. Yet 
the problem must be met within the 
next few years unless congestion is to 


become even worse than at present.

HOW OLD IS ANN AT FORTY? 

The Victorian girlhood of the woman 
who is now forty was perplexed by 
that problem, How old is Ann? Her 
Georgian present is unperturbed. Be- 
ing as young as she looks, Ann is and 
will remain twenty. Though address- 
ing the Royal Institute of Public 
Health, Dr. Percy Hau set forth an 
observation quite familiar. Under the 
late dear Queen, ‘‘a woman of forty 
‘was an old woman who wore volu- 
‘*minous flannel petticoats and a 
‘* shawl around her shoulders while 
‘‘she sat by the fire crocheting.” 
Today she “ looks twenty, plays golf 
‘“‘and tennis during the day, jazzes 
‘* far into the night and comes down 
‘‘ first to breakfast without the tem- 
‘‘per of a bear.’’ But Dr. HAL.’s 
professional diagnosis sicklies o’er this 
otherwise bright prospect with the 
pale cast of thought. The transforma- 
tion has been accomplished, he says, 
simply by casting away superfluous 
clothes and wearing silk next the skin. 
One wonders whether tennis may not 
be ranked as a cause of youth exten- 
sion rather than an effect. One seems 
to have observed that there are lip- 
sticks and rouge, and that the mother 
of forty (twenty) permits her daugh- 
ter of twenty (forty) to use them with 
a spirit that may not be as open and 
liberal as it seems. 

Especially one wonders what the 
woman who was forty under VICTORIA 
would say to Dr. Hatw’s description 
of her. She might recall that the new- 
est and by far the greatest of the 
new women ‘were of that era; that, 
whatever their petticoats were made 
of, Georcme Eviort and Mrs, BROWNING 
did much besides sit by the fire and 
crochet. They knew the strength that 
comes from ‘“‘ a life lived fully and at 
leisura through all its ages.’’ Doubt- 
less they were aware that sundry 
men, possibly including physicians, 
permit themselves to be deceived 
by what Bacon called ‘‘the arts 
cosmetic.’’ But they lacked the art of 
deceiving themselves. And is it quite 
true that the woman of forty who has 
golfed and tennised all day and jazzed 
all night comes down to breakfast 
with a shining morning face and 
temper? Not unless she ‘‘ comes down 
first ’’ and is spared the contrast of 
the face that is genuinely sweet and 
twenty. 

Physically, women are progressively 
youthful, whether as a result of out- 
door sports or of silk petticoats. Only 
half a dozen years ago a writer in The 
Atlantic Monthly announced the dis- 
covery that there are no more grand- 
mothers. Today it is the mother who 
is marked for the discard. In a few 
more years our wonien will be a race 
of perennial flappers. No one will 
sing:

OLIVER STREET AND LOCH 
LOMOND. 

If not for ‘‘AL’’ SMITH, the death 
of CHARLES B. LawLor, who wrote 
‘* The Sidewalks of New York,’’ would 
have received much briefer notice 
than it did in yesterday’s papers. 
Where are the popular songs of yes- 
terday? Unless they happen to be 
also the songs of the day before yes- 
terday and several generations before 
that, their life is as short as their 
vogue is immense while it lasts. They 
are remembered, but they are not 
sung until some happy accident re- 
vives them. 
~ The late Mr. Lawtor jis not the only 
song writer of a generation ago who 
is indebted for a revival, if not of his 
fame then of his work, to the career 
of Oliver Street’s most famous son 
and! New York State’s chronic chief 


executive. Having broken the ice with 
“The Sidewalks of New York,’’ men 
have gone on unashamed to chant 
other memories—“ Three Little Girls 
in Blue,’’ “Daisy, Daisy,” who fitted 
in so well on a bicycle built for two; 
a's Annie Rooney,”’ “ After the Ball.’’ 
When a thousand Democratic dele- 
gates in shirt sleeves and well capon- 
lined stood up in the San Francisco 
Auditorium in July, 1920, and sang 
“The Sidewalks of New York” they 
began by doing honor to “A.L”’ 
Smrrz. But when they proceeded to 
bring out the entire repertory of 
CLEVELAND’s second Administration 
and McKINLEer’s first, it was to some- 
thing more than to an individual that 
they sang. They chanted their own 
vanished or fast-vanishing youth and 
slender waistlines. 
of an hour in that convention hall they 
turned time backward in its flight. 
And the momentum hag not spent it- 
self. In the vaudeville theatres the 
pot-pourri of old songs is now a stand- 
ing feature. 

Perhaps it is because of the very im- 


mensity of: its sweep that the popular 


song dies so soon. Also—let tus not get 
too sentimental—because of its trivial- 
ity in nineteen cases out of twenty. 
But another reason must be its urban 
origin. Man has lived in the indus- 
trial” age for more than a -hundred 
years, but his emotional fibres con- 
tinue to thrill most readily to the 
sounds of the open country. Children 
who have grown up amid cobblestones 
and asphalt sing, or are taught to 
sing, that their heart's in the High- 
lands, their heart is not here. The 
children of Oliver Street bewail the 
fact that they and their true loves 
shall never meet again on the bonnie 
banks of Loch Lomond. Many more 
school children in New York City are 
familiar with the ‘‘ Volga Boat Song ’’ 
than with ‘‘ The Sidewalks of New 
York.” If the late PauL Dresser had 
written the Sidewalks of Terre Haute 
instead of “On the Banks of the 
Wabash '’ the State of Indiana would 
not have adopted it officially for its 
own. 

All this may change with time. Fifty 
years from now it is conceivable that 
‘“‘The Sidewalks of New’ York” and 
“ Tammanee ”’

fields than the city, the big foundations 
with endowments, the fraternal organi- 
zations serving special groups, and the 
churches. 

The problem is complicated in the case 
of, hospitals by the fact that they have 
Paying as well as free patients, and 
many other bodies and _ corporations 
also have earnings from various sources 
as well as donations from the public. 
Careful analyses of the figures collected 
in the course of this investigation are 
presented in the June 1 issue of Better 


Times, and they deserve the study of 
all for whom ‘‘charity”’ is something 
more than the giving of alms to beg- 
gars or the relieving of immediate ne- 
cessitits among the poor and unfortu- 
nate.

Indications Revealed by the Recent 
Times Prize Contest.

I have just had occasion to inspect 
the 600 specimens of typographic lay- 
outs submitted to THE New Yore Times 
in the contest which recently closed. 


advertising copy, brought into play not 
only the most distinguished typographic 
talent in New York but it caused crafts- 
men in twenty-three States, the District 
of Columbia and two Provinces in Can- 
ada to participate. 

It Is safe to say that never before 
has the talent of such a large number 
of eminent typographic artists (includ- 
ing members of the American Institute 
of Graphic Arts) been centred upon a 
single project. Here, indeed, is evidence 
that heralds a genuine renaissance of a 
saner and better choice of type faces 
and a more sensitive handling of them, 
especially in newspaper advertisements. 

It Js particularly interesting to ob- 
serve that four of the six prize-winners 
were set in old-style Caslon, one in 
Cloister and one was hand-lettered. 
The blatant, bold-faced letters were not 
much in evidence about the better spec- 
imens submitted. 

One who has a lively appreciation of 
good typography cannot refrain from 
being enthusiastic about this astonish- 
ing manifestation of the revival of a 
sense of the proper manipulation of type 
faces among craftsmen, and a definite 
appreciation on the part of the public 
in general for more tasteful typography 
in newspapers.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have noticed that some experts on 
arctic exploration consider that it will 
be impossible for Amundsen and his 
party to make a foot journey on the 
polar ice to Greenland, which is stated 
to be the nearest land point in the Arc- 
tic Circle. 

It will be remembered that Nansen 
and Johannsen were lost for approx- 
imately sixteen months. It is true that 
they had dogs and cayaks, in addition 
to sledges. But some of the dogs died, 
and the remaining two dogs were killed 
on the return journey. 

It is true that Nansen'‘s return from 
86 degrees 14 minutes north latitude was 
begun earlier than May 20. However, if 
my recollection serves me right, he did 
not reach land until August, that land 
being an island forming part of Franz 
Josef Archipelago (Zichy land), near 
Peterman Land, which is further north. 
Peterman Land, as far as I know, has 
never been explored. It may be that 
this land extends a considerable way 
northward, even to the north polar 
basin. 

Nansen experienced a drift to the east- 
ward, and this, in a sense, may be 
looked upon as fortunate. Finally, with 
the ald of his cayaks, he was able to 
sail, and was finally rescued by the 
Jackson-Harmsworth (expedition, then 
at Cape Flora. Nansen encountered 
considerable open water, and finally, on 
reaching land, built himself a hut and 
spent the arctic Winter, subsisting 


largely on bear meat, of which a stock 


was provided for.

EXHIBIT OF MODERN BOOKS. 


A Demonstration of What the Prac- 
tical Printer Can Do. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is té be hoped that the city’s book 
lovers will not fail to visit the exhibition 
of modern books which the Grolier Club 
has opened so hospitably to the public. 
It is not an exhibition of “art’’ books or 
of sumptuous editions produced without 
regard to expense.” While it contains ex- 
pensive examples (such as the volume 
“Documents Relating to New Nether- 
lands,’’ printed for the Huntington 
Library and selling for $50 a copy), there 
are books ranging in price from $5 down 
to 10 cents; and these are the ones that 
should be seen and understood by the 
bogk buyer of ordinary means, who buys 
his book primarily for its literary con- 
tent, but who desires also the esthetic 
pleasure of owning a good-looking 
volume. 

The dominating purpose of the exhibi- 
tion is to demonstrate to American 
printers and publishers that the average 
“trade book,’’ which means the general 
run of books offered to the public for 
$1.50 to, say, $3.50, can be made not 
only pleasing but decidedly handsome 
without resort to costly methods. For 
example, this year’s medal has been 
awarded to a book made to retail for $3 
a copy.

“Interchange of knowledge and ideas 
among craftsmen does its complete 
work only when it is free from pre- 
tentiousness. In this spirit the Institute 
presents to its colleagues and to the 
public an exhibition for which, as in 
preceding years, nothing more is claimed 
than that it shows fifty books which 
represent intelligent craftsmanship, and 
which in this respect may be held to 
represent the aspirations of all makers 
of good books, and to meet the just de- 
sires of cultivated book-lovers.’’ 

Visitors to the exhibition will find a 
further gratification in the exhibit of 
Modern French’ Illustrated Books in the 
Same room. It contains about seventy 
examples assembled by the French asso- 
ciation of publishers, Syndicate des 
Editeurs de Livres d’Art et de Publica- 
tions a Tirage Limite. Aside from its 
own specific interest, it offers an illu- 
minating demonstration of the difference 
between the American conception of the 
book and the French conception—both 
good, both achieving thelr purpose, yet 
arriving at two vastly unlike though 
equally pleasing results.

| $4,000,000 twenty-four-story Broadway 


Temple to be constructed at Broadway 
and 173d Street, the campaign for which 
went over the goal on Sunday night, 
were made last night at a meeting of 
the Board of Directors of the Broadway 
Temple Corporation, held in the Engi- 
neers’ Club, 32 West Fortieth Street. 

The skyscraper church is the idea of 
the Rev. Dr. Christian F. Reisner, pas- 
tor of Chelsea Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and the success of the campaign 
was assured when J. C. Penney, operator 
of a nation-wide chain of stores, pledged 
$50,000, thus making certain a donation 
of $250,000 by John D. Rockefeller Jr., 
who made the gift conditional on the 
campaign achieving its goal by June 1. 

Cc. Perry Burgess, campaign manager, 
addressed the meeting last night. He 
reported in detail on the campaign and 
said that since the drive had succeeded 
so well, and the prospects were so 
bright, it would be well to go forward 
with actual work at once. Much con- 
sideration was given to the problem of 
finding an architect to take the place of 
the late Donn Barber, who drew the 
plans for the Temple. No one was de- 
cided upon definitely. 

Those at the meeting were Ellis L. 
Phillips, Arthur J. Baldwin, Carl H. 
Fowler, Samuel McRoberts, Frederick 
Krast, W. R. Comfort, Charles A. Frue- 
auss, and Lamar Hardy. 

Announcement of the gift by Mr. 
Penney was made by Dr. Reisner earlier 
at his office, 150 Fifth Avenue. He 
said that Mr. Penney had given the first 
$50,000 in the campaign and had con- 
tributed or helped to raise $175,000. Dr. 
Reisner sald that he had received a tel- 
egram from Mr. Penney on Saturday. It 


was sent from Kansas City, Mo., and 
was as follows: 

“Have been thinking prayerfully of 
you since leaving New York and on this 
Memorial Day, in the name of my 
sainted mother, who passed on to her 
reward twelve TS ago and to whom I 
owe all that have, I wish to sub- 
scribe for the last $50,000 of the amount 
needed to claim the Rockefeller sub- 
scription raised by June 1.”’ 

Announcement on Sunday listed the 
Penney gift as from the J. C. Penney 
Corporation. Mr. Reisner said that this 
was in error. Mr. Penney, he added, 
was on his way to Salina, Kan., to re- 
ceive the degree of Doctor of Business 
from the Kansas Wesleyan University. 
More than $30,000 came in on Sunday, it 
was disclosed yesterday. 

*‘People who declared that New York 
is unreligious and cold-hearted,”’ said a 
statement from the campaign managers,

fully. More than $450,000 was raised in 
the last six days of the campaign.

Attorney General’s Office Busy 
Analyzing List of Security Offerings

ALBANY, June 1.—Attorney General 
Ottinger announced tonight that he was 
preparing to enforce the criminal pro- 
visions of the Martin Anti-Stock Fraud 
law, requiring publication of proposals 
to sell securities. This provision of the 
law went into effect today. 

The Attorney General and his staff 
were busy tonight analyzing and index- 
ing the publications made in the State 
paper by dealers in securities. It will 
require several days to complete this 
work, the Attorney General said, and 
until then he will not know how far 
the law has been complied with. How- 
ever, the volume of certificates and no- 
tices filed for publication indicates a 
general compliance, 

In one instance the columns of the 
State paper revealed seventy-six brokers 
published joint notices indicating their 
intention to sell 800 securities of various 
kinds. Brokers, investment houses and 
dealers to the number of several thou- 
sand have already published, and it is 
understood that a large number have 
forwarded the necessary information for 
publication t6morrow.

PARIS, June 1.—Lucien Gultry, noted 
French actor, father of Sacha Guitry, 


died here today following a brief illness. 
He was 65 years old and for more than 
a@ quarter of a century had been one of 
the leading figures on the French stage, 
not only as an actor, but also as di- 
rector and author. 

Of recent years he did much by help- 
ful collaboration to advance the career 
of his distinguished son. 


Guitry was regarded by-most critics 
as the foremost contempora French 
actor. Some considéred that his great 
talent was limited to dramas of modern

To Give Results of Analyses. 


Mr. Harkness’s statement follows: 
I have no answer to make to Mayor 
‘ Hylan’s attack printed in this morn- 
ing’s papers. On Saturday I gave out 
an analysis of the tax and assessment 
features of the Board of Transporta- 
tion plan. This analysis was couched 
in entirely temperate \language, and 
discusséd facts that are of very large 
importance’ to the citizens of New 
York.

Now, in the light of the actual 
figures in the Board of Transporta- 
tion’s report, let ub see how this 
works out. In that report the assumed 
traffic is given for every year from 
1931 to 1940, inclusive. The mileage 
of the new system is also given, so 
we have the basis upon which to get 
an exact comparison. with present-day 
operation. Furthermore, the report 
itself states that the costs of opera- 
tion assumed ‘‘follow fairly closely 
the costs of the existing roads _ for 
similar operation.’’ That means, if it 
means anything, that, as the operat- 
ing costs of the existing railroads re- 
flect the present intense congestion, 
that reflection is also carried into the 
Board of Transportation's estimates 
for the new roads. The figures con- 
tained in the report amply demon- 
strate this: 

The new system is to have 170 miles 
of single track. The tables at the 
end of the report show that not one 
additional dollar is going to be spent 
for construction from 1931 to 1940, 
the figure of $345,005,000 remaining 
constant. Allowance is made, how- 
ever, .in those years for about $45,- 

,006 of additional equipment. The 

Board of Transportation assumes that 
in the first year of operation, 1931, the 
new system will carry 402,000,000 pas- 
eengers. But upon a single track 
mile basis this means 2,365,000 pas- 
sengers per mile of single track. 
Progressive increase@# in traffic are 
estimated for the succeeding years 
until for the year of 1940 there is as- 
sumed: 856,000,000 passengers. If we 

ut this on a single track mileage 

Dasis it means 5,035,000 passengers per 
mile of single track. And all this 
without a single addition to construc- 
tion of the new system between 1931 
and 1940. 


Gives Old Lines Figures. 


As against these assumptions we 
have the actual figures of the Inter- 
borough and B. M. T. for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1924. The Inter- 
borough subway division has 224.47 


miles of single track, and carried last 
year 715,000,000 passengers. On a 
single track mileage basis this gives 
3,155,000 passengers per mile of single 
track. This is less than 1,000,000 more 
than the assymed traffic on the new 
system for its opening year, 1931; and 
nearly 2,000, less than assumed for 
the new system for 1940. - Imagine 
what the Interborough system would 
be if nearly 2,000,000 more passengers 
per mile of track were jammed into it. 

The B.. T. subway division has 
110.375 miles of single track. The 
subway division carried last year 
298,000,000 passengers. Putting this 
on a single track mileage basis gives 
2,700,000 passengers per mile of single 
track. This is less than 350,000 more 
than that assumed for 1931 for the 
new city system, and is about half the 
density of traffic assumed for the new 
city system for 1940. Imagine the 
results if the present, traffic of the 
B. M. T. subway division were doubled 
per mile of single track.

We have had ae gt of 
Hylanesque dreams that finally have 
been .punctured by cold facts and 
figures as reported by the Board of 
Transportation. The 5-cent fare dream 
of Mayor Hylan's was the first one to 
be punctured.

Criticizes City’s Propoeal to Parallel

Property owners throughout the city 
would oppose the proposal of the Board 
of Transportation to put 60 per cent. of 
the cost of the city's proposed indepen- 
dent subway system directly upon real 
estate, William C. Demorest, Chairman 
of the Transit Committee of the Real 
Estate _Board of New York, declared 
yesterday. Mr. Demorest asserted that 
adoption of this plan would result not 
only in an alarming increase in taxes 
but would inevitably increase rents and 
the cost of home ownership. 

“One of the chief difficulties of the 
Mayor's proposal is that it contemplates 
routes paralleling and competing with 
existing routes,"" Mr. Demorest said, 
‘whereas the normal businesslike pro- 
posal would be to construct additions 
and extensions which could be econom- 
ically tied in with the present systems 


with the best practice! results.” 

Mr. Demorest pointed out that the 
Board of Transportation admitted that 
a five-cent fare would not carry the 
city’s investment in the proposed sub- 
way system, if financed in the usual 
manner by the issue of fifty-year bonds, 
and indicated that the only alternative 
would be the assessment of real prop- 
erty or provision for the deficits In the 
city budget. 


Calls Proposal Unjust. 


“Hither of these alternatives would 
place an enormous burden of taxation 
on re al estate, upon which the tax 
rate at present is sufficiently high to be 
alarming, being approximately one-third 
of the average net income. To finance 
construction by “the imposition of assess- 
ments on property supposed to ‘be affect- 
ed would be equally unjust because all | 
property in the city is now paying for 
existing rapid transit lines and there is 
annually raised in'the 4x levy the pres- 
ent rapid transit deficit of over 
$10,000,000. 

“It has been demonstrated that prop- 
erties along some subway lines have 
been (on the theory that they would be 
immediately benefited) taxed in advance 
of subway eonstfuction at greater than 
their market value even after the sub-| 
way was in operation, It also true 
that the benefits from subway construc- 
tion have been widely unequal. It is 
beyond question that, if the cost of new 
subways were placed on real estate, this 
would be reflected in increased burdens 
upon rent payers and higher charges on 
home owners. 


Queens Committee Objects. 
“While the Real Estate Board, in com- 
mon, probably, with citizens generally, 
deplores the delay in subway canstruc- 
tion in the last seven years, it also be- 
lieves that an intelligent plan would be 


to construct essential lines within ‘the 
financial ability of the city and to ex- 
tend these periodically within the same 
financial limits.”’ 

William A. Jones of Jamaica, Chajr- 
man of the Queens Borough Transit 
Committee, said the residents of Queens 
were willing to pay extra assessments

London Thinks the Explorer’s 
Airplanes Have Been Forced. 
Down in the Arctic. 





LONDON, June 1 (f).—The feeling 
increased here today, the eleventh 
since the Amundsen-Ellsworth exre.li- 
tion hopped off in two flying boats from 
Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, for the North 
Pole, that the explorers would not re- 
turn by air, but had been forced to un- 
Gertake a long, weary land trek back to- 
ward civilization, 

Considerable satisfaction was ex- 
pressed at the alacrity displayed by ex- 
plorers in various parts of the worid 
who want to engage in rescue expedi- 
tions. It is reported that the Duke of 
the Abruzzi of Italy and Dr. Jean Char- 
cot of France, both noted explorers, 
have been added to the list of possible 
leaders. of a searching expedition. 


OSLO, Norway, June 1 (4).—A dis- 
patch, to the Shipping Gazette received 
Spitzbergen, timed 10 o'clock’ to- 
night, described the situation with re- 
spect to the Amundsen expedition as 
without change, indicating that nothing 
had been heard from the Polar explor- 
ers. 

Recently efforts were made to reach 
Amundsen’s old ship Maid, which is

Two Stores in Manhattan and 
One in the Bronx Entered 
During the Holiday.

Watchman In Alhambra Theatre 
Trussed Up by Burglars, but 
They Are Frightened Off. 


Three safe robberies, two in the Bronx 
and one in Manhattan, were discovered 
yesterday morning when stores were 
opened after the week-end holiday. The 
robbers escaped with $3,820 from the 
safes of the General Coat and Apron 
Supply Company, 5538 West Forty-second 
Street, near Eleventh Avenue; the Pan- 
ken & Co. furniture store, 3,867 Third 
Avenue, near Claremont Parkway, the 
Bronx, and the Claremont Hat Shop, 
3,861 Third Avenue, the Bronx. 

The robbery in the coat and apron 
company’s office netted $1,800. The rob- 
bers entered by breaking the second- 
story window from the fire-escape. They 
pulled soiled coats and aprons around 
the safe and attached an electric drill 
to a light socket. The noise of the ex- 


plosion was muffled by the coats and 
aprons, while the din of the street cars 
on Forty-second Street aided the rob- 
bers. No fingerprints were found. 

It was the second safe robbery in the 
mid-town district recently, robbers hav- 
ing stolen $2,400 after blowing a ‘safe 
in the Brill Brothers’ store at vests. 
ninth Street and Broadway two weeks 


ago. 

About $2,000 was obtained in the Clare- 
mont Hat Shop robbery. The robbers 
entered by breaking a window leading 
tq the cellar and cutting a hole through 
the *floor of the store. After drilling 
holes around the combination of the 
safe, they used a ‘‘can opener’’ to rip 
out the combination and tear the front 
door from its hinges. 

While detectives were investigating the 
hat shop robbery they learned of the 
robbery. in the near-by furniture store. 
It is believed that the same gang com- 
mitted both offenses. The robbers got 
in.the furniture store by tearing out 
the bars on a rear window. They opened 
the safe with an electric drill, but got 
only $20. In addition, they took some 
papers,. mostly records, which the com- 
pany régarded as valuable, but. which 
could have been of little use to the rob- 
bers. 

Buregelars attempted to rob the safe in 
Keith’s Alhambra Theatre, 126th Street 
and Seventh. Avenue, late Sunday night 
but were frightened away. The safe 
contained several thousand dollars. Fer- 
dinand Behrens, the theatre watchman, 
Was overpowered by the robbers. He 
told the police that after he punched 
his time clock at 11:15 o'clock Sunday 
night, after the evening performance, 
he started a round of the theatre. 

When he reached the balcony, he said, 
he met an affable, well-dressed young 
man, who explaine] his presence in she 
theatre by saying that he had lost a dia- 
mond stickpin and had come back® to 
look for it. ’ 

The watchman, using his flashlight 
began to look for the pin. As he bent 
down to peer under a balcony seat he 
was struck on the head and knocked to 
the floor. Dazed and unable to get up, 
he heard the robbeg- whistle. Then a sec- 
ond man appeared on the balcony. He 
carried a pistol and some wire, with 
which the watchman’s arms and feet 


Were tied together. 


One of the robbers then forced the 
door leading to the theatre manager’s 
office and both men began to work on 
the safe. When the watchman failed to 
sound his signal at midnight. nothing. 
was thought of,it. But when he did not 
signal at 1 o’clock officers of the burglar 
alarm company became suspicious and 
notified the fest 123d Street Police 
Station. 

Detectives and agency operatives went 
to the theatre, but the robbers appar- 
ently were informed of their coming, be- 
cause they fled.

| ferent from the ordinary case’’ inasmuch 
as the accusation was made by a private 
individual and not an officer of the law. 

Mr. Long explained that in the usual 
Cases bail was not permitted in order to 
prevent the paroled man from running 
away. However, he said that un- 
doubtedly Brindell would try to refute 
the charges and there was no fear in his 
mind that the ex-convict would try to 
leave the jurisdiction.

The preliminary annual report of 
operations of the International Mercan- 
tile Marine Company and its subsidi- 
aries submitted to ‘stockholders at the 
annual meeting yesterday again showed 
a deficit for 1924 after reserves for de- 
preciation on steamers, The : deficit, 
however,- was not as large as that of 
the year before. - 

Commenting upon operations during 
the year, P. A. S. Franklin, the Presi- 
dent, told stockholders that there was 
little improvement in the freight situa- 
tion, but, despite this, the combined 
earnings of the company made @ better 
showing than for 1923, brought about 
largely by the concentration of sailings. 

“The earnings of the International 
Mercantile Marine’ Company” (the 
patent organization), said Mr. Franklin, 
“show a material improvement compared 
with 1928, due to the receipt of divi- 
dends from a subsidiary company, paid 
out of ite surplus accumulated prior to 
1924. Although passenger rates for 
1925 have improved, the volume of pas-~ 
Benger traffid shows only a médeérate 
increase, 

“The freight business generally is not 
as satisfactory as it Was @ year ago, 
for while the Buropean situation has 
improved, the development of trade and 
commerce thus far has been disappoint- 
ing.’ The. mumber of steamérs avaliable 
is largély in excess of the business of- 
fered, and expenses of operating are 
considerably greater, due latgely to the 
increased cost of fuel oll. While the 
estimated net earnings for the first four 
months of 1925 are less than for the 
corresponding period of last year, it is 
hoped that the results for the éntire 
year will ont be less favorable than for 
1924. Although competition is very 
severe, we are maintaining our position 
in the various trades and doing our ut- 
most to husband our cash resources, 
with the view of being in a’ position to 
take full advantage When -the hoped-for 
improvement comes.”

“knocked the company terribly.” In 
reply Mr. Franklin said he did not 
beliéve in misleading investors, ‘‘Condi- 
tions aré bad and we are competin 
with other people, including the Unite 
States Government,” he said, “and it 
would be nonsense to say anythin I 
dia not ‘think was honest. No other 
business has experienced a like reduc- 
tion In' the amount of traffic as has the 
transatlantic passenger business, due ‘to 
immigration laws passed by the United 
States.”

Isaich T. Hoorgin Is Optimistic 
About Future Trade as He 
Returns'From Europe. 


Isafah J. Hoorgin, Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Amtorg Trad- 
ing Corporation, agents here for the 
Russian State Export and Import De- 
partment, sald yesterday, following his 
return from seven months in Russia, 
that during the year ended April 30, the 
corporation had placed orders in this 
country for $10,000,000 worth of ma- 
chinery for Russian delivery. Of this 
total spent by Amtorg, about $4,500,000 
has been for agricultural machinery, 
chiefly tractors.

Mr. Hoorgin declared the ppogress 
being made in reconstruction in Russia 
gave assurance of larger expenditures 
in the United States in the coming 
year. He said that the total trade turn- 
over between Russia and the United 
States in the last fiscal year, as deter- 
mined from the records of Amtorg, All- 
Russian Textile Syndicate and other 
agencies, approximated $100,000,000, the 
largest ever transacted in terms of 
dollars, This total fell short of pre-war, 
however, by around 10 per cent. 

Mr. Hoorgin visited Moscow, Kharkov, 
Leningrad and other important centres 
in the Soviet Republics, where he ar- 
ranged for better facilities for trade be- 
tween the United States and - Russia.

ROCK ISLAND MERGER 
REPORT IS DENIED 


Traffic Agreement Instead to Be 
Sought With Southern Pacific, 
Officials Says. , 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, June 1.—Reports that the 
Rock Island and the Southern Pacific 
Railway lines are arranging a merger 
were denied officially today. 

Instead of a -fininclal deal by which 
the Rock Island would be acquired or 
the two great railways joined, a traffic 
agreement is sought, it is declared. This, 
it was explained, would materially en- 
hance the prosperity of both carriers 
and give the prosperous Santa Fe Rail- 
way, competitor of the Rock Island, a 
stiff race for revenues. 

The traffic agreement is sought by 
President James E, Gorman of the Rock 


Island. The prospect of obtaining it is 
said to be brightened by the fact that 
the chief stumbling block, Julius Krutt- 
schnitt, retired today as Chairman of 
the Board of the Southern Pacific sys- 
tem. L. J. Spence, Director of Traffic, 
was moved into the ocean shipping side 
of the Southern Pacific’s business, and 
Mr. Gorman's brother-in-law, A f. 
Schumacher, Executive Vice President. 
succeeded to complete direction of all 
Southern Pacific freight traffic. 

“If the Southern Pacific gives the bulk 
of its traffic to the Rock Island, as the 
Rock Island is now giving the bulk of 
its traffic to the Southern Pacific, the 
increased value to both systems will be 
as great or greater than would a pur- 
chase of the Reck Island securities by 
the Southern Pacific,’’ it was asserted. 


GOLD RESUMPTION AS 
ARRANGED IN HOLLAND 


Bank May Prevent Gold Exports 
—Shipments Only to ‘Free 
Gold Markets.’ 


234'094,000 


A statement describing the precise na- 
ture of gold resumption as adopted in 
Holland is published in The London 
Economist. It emphasizes the fact that 
“no changes of importance will take 
place in this country. This principal 
difference is that heretofore the Nether- 
iands Bank exclusively has decided when 
it wished to resort to gold exports, 
while now individuals also may be au- 
thorized to ship gold. The bank, how- 
ever, has declared itself prepared to 
issue gold at the fixed price of florins 
per kilogram fine gold as long as they 
are able to do so, and as soon as the 
exchange rates abroad rise above the 
parity of the value of gold. As to for- 
eign countries, only such will be consid- 
ered as also have a free gold market. 

It is, however, an open question if 
in practice gold exports by individuals 
or banks will be resorted to. The Neth- 
erlands Bank, through the possession 
of foreign bills and of balances abroad 
(on May 4 the bank possessed 152,400,000 
florins in foreign bills, while under the 
heading of miscelleoncous accounts, 
amounting to 70,100,000, a large amount 
of foreign balances is included), has it 
largely in its power in any case to keep 
the rates of exchange below the gold 
points. These, however, are conditions 
with which the practice of the trade in 
gold and foreign exchange has to take 
account. } 

“The principal thing is that now a pe- 


riod of unstable values in the foremost 
foreign currencies has officially been 
closed. Unofficially, this has taken 
place long ago, because the Netherlands 
Bank of late has maintained the guilder 
around parity with the dollar—which be- 
fore the restoration of the gold standard 
Was equal to gold parity. For this pur- 
pose gold had been exported long ago, 
as is shown from the circumstance that 
the gold supply on May 4 amounted to 
479,400,000 florins, as against 740,200,000 
florins as highest point on April 10, 
1918. 

“Gold has not yet been restored as a 
means of payment in this country itself, 
any more than it has in England.

made public yesterday by the American 
Gas Association quoting H, C. Abell of 
New York, its President. 
was said to be perhaps the most remark- 
able in the history of corporate financ- 
ing. Mr. Abell said: 

“The most accurate data available 
shows that $611,000,000 of new money 
was obtained by the public service com- 


panies from the sale of securities to em- 
ployes, customers and the general public 
from Jan. 1 to April 30, 1925. While 
the figures for the first four months of 
this year establish new high records,”’ 
he said, “they do not tell the real story 
of the tremendous development which 
has been going on in our business to 
take care of an unprecedented demand 
from the American people for the es- 
sential services of light, heat, power, 
water, transportation and communica- 
tion, 

“A veritable flood of gold has been 
pouring continuously into the public 
utility business for the last two years. 
In 1924, for example, $1,325,000,000 was 
invested in gas and other public service 
company securities. This was at the 
rate of $3.600.000 a day. In 1923 the

“In other words, for the brief period 
of twenty-eight months ended April 30 
this year the huge total of $2,800,000,000 
was invested in all branches of the pub- 
lic service industry by the thrifty men 
and women of nerica.

This Is the Average Estimate of 81 
Members of Cotton Exchange— 
U. 8 Report Due Today. 


Cotton fluctuated within limits of 15 
points yesterday and ended the day at a 
decline of 2 to 6 points. Ths average 
guess of eighty-one members of the Ex- 
change on the first report of the season 
to be issued by the Department of 
Agriculture at 12 o’clock today was 
74.6. As a result of conditions in 
drought sections of Texas, there has 
been considerable diversions of opinion 
over the average figure to be asdigned 
to that State. The Texas condition has 
been placed all the way from 66 to above 
76 by the various agencies and one firm 
in dividing the State, gives North 
Texas 84, Central 72 and the southern 
portion only 54. The best and poorest 
portions of the entire belt are reported 
within the confines of this one State. 
A New Orleans newspaper placed the 
condition at 74.6, while a local com- 
mercial publication gave 73. The first 
bale of new ‘cotton was reported at 
Houston, compared with June 26 last 
year.

TANAKA TO FIGHT KATO 


ON BUDGET THIS MONTH 
———————__t- 


We Witt Be New Japanese Leader's 
First Chance to Seek Over- 
throw of the Cabinet.

TOKIO, June 1.—The fall of the 
Kato Cabinet, it is expected by many 
political observers today, will be pre- 
cipitated by General Baron Tanaka's 
party, the Selyukail, when the budget 
for the next fisqal year comes up for 
consideration this month. 

The breach which has been growing | 
between the coalition parties was made 
wider by the assumption of the Presi- 
Gency of the Selyukai by Tanaka, and 
still ~wider two days ago by the inde- 
pendent action of Premier Kato in ap- 
poining Kenzo Adachi, Kato’s right 
hand man in the Kenseikai, to the post 
of Ministaey of Communications in suc- 
cession to Kisnukal, fromer President of 
the Kakushin Club, which was recently 
amalgmated with the Welyukia. 

Inasmuch as the Inukai had become a 
member of the coalition, it was expected 
that the post would go to another mem- 
ber of that party, but Viscount Kato 
unexpectedly appointed Adachi and in- 
@ucted him into office hurriedly without 
consulting his Selyukai colleagues. 

The budget will give the Setyuka! its 
first good opportunity for blocking Ken- 
selkai politics, and many expect Tanaka 
to try to disrupt the Cabinet. 

Baron Tanaka i# continuing his ef- 
forts to bring the Selyuhonto, which 


broke away from the Selyukai some 
months ago, back into his party. Teke- 
Jiro Tokonome, President of the Selya- 
hontos, is promfnently mentioned as 
probably the next Prémier, but, being a 


much younger man, he might step aside| 


for Tanaka, 

Reconciliation between Tokonom and 
Tanaka would give them an absolute 
majority in the Diet. It.is freely pre- 


dicted today that the Kato Cabinet will 
fall when the Diet/opens in December, 
and perhaps before.

kins Street and between Rivington and 
Stanton Streets. 

Mr. McCarthy sued on the ground that 
the use of city;money to build the in- 
cinerating plant would be a waste of 
city funds, because the law _ provides 
that such property can be used only for 
docks or other commercial improve- 
ments. The city authorities contended 
that Commissioner Mills has power to 
erect the plant in question. 

Mr. Mills in an afficavit said that the 
law directs the Dock Commissioner to 
set aside vacant and unused city land 
similar to the property in question for 
purposes of the Street Cleaning Depaft- 
ment. He pointed out that the garbage 
removal problem has béen a _ vexing 
question for a long time, and that the 
Street Cleaning Department desired to 
end the old method of disposal of the 
refuse by hauling it out to sea and 
dumping it in deep water. 

He said that plants similar to the one 
projected: for Tompkins Street haye been 
erected, at Fifty-sixth Street anil 
Twelfty Avenue and 139th Street amd 
Fifth.

A dream of twenty years be- 
comes realization today with the 
completion of. arrangements by 
which the Manufacturers Trust 
Company .takes over the Fifth 
National Bank and the Gotham 
National Bank and operates thém 
as unit offices in its city-wide 
banking system. 

The Fifth National, 181 Bast 
Twenty-third Street, corner of 
Lexington Avenue, opens today 
as the Twenty-third Street Office 
of the Manufacturers Trust Com- 
pany. The Gotham National, 
1819 Broadway, at Columbus Cir 
cle, now is the Columbus Circle 
Office of the Manufacturers Trust 
Company. 

The group of men who found- 
ed the little Citizens Trust Com- 
pany in the Williamsburgh seo 
tion of Brooklyn twenty years 
ago, were men of vision and 
imagination who had well-con- 
ceived and definite plans of ex- 
pansion. 


7 Years to. Lay Fouwpation 


These men were headed by 
Nathan S. Jonas, who then was 
President of the Citizens Trust 
and now is President of the Man- 
ufacturers Trust, the outgrowth 
of the Citizens Trust. 

The founders dreamed of a 
personal service banking insti- 
tution with a few hundred mil- 
lion dollars on deposit, capital 
and surplus in proportion, and 
about a dozen offices strategic- 
ally located along the line of the 
city’s march of progress. And 
they set to work to accomplish 
their plan. 

It took seven years to lay the 
foundation for the expansion 
which was to come, seven years 
of patient, struggling effort, dur- 
ing which the little trust com- 
pany successfully weathered the 
great panic of 1907. It emerged 
from that period of stress with 
the fullest confidence of the Will- 
iamsburgh community which it 
served, and ready for the first 
step of the founders toward the 
achievement of their goal. 


First Mercer 1n 1912 


The merger in 1912 of the 
Broadway Bank into the Citizens 
Trust Company was the first of 
a series of mergers, which in- 
cluded the Manufacturers Na- 
tional Bank of Brooklyn, after 
which the company adopted the 
name of the Manufacturers Trust 
Company; the West Side Bank 
of New York, the Ridgewood Na- 
tional ank of Brooklyn, the 
North Side Bank of Brooklyn, 
the Industrial Bank of New York, 
the Columbia Bank of New York, 
and, about two months ago, the 
Yorkville Bank of New York.

$22,000,000, and deposits of ap 
proximately $190,000,000, the 
Manufacturers Trust Company 
now closely approaches the vision 
and ideals of the founders. 


New Units In Tue System 


Founded in 1864, the Fifth Na- 
tional Bank was one of the old- 
est national banking institutions 
in New York. 


The last published statement 
of the Fifth National Bank 
showed capital of $1,200,000, sur- 
plus and undivided profits of 
$1,462,218.65 and deposits of 
$19,392,226.44. 

At Columbus Circle, the Hub 
of New York and the starting 
point of all motor trails from the 
city, the Gotham National Bank 
has seryed one of the fastest 
growing districts in Manhattan. 


The Gotham National was 
founded in 1910. The last pub- 
lished statement showed capital 
of $1,500,000, surplus and undi- 
vided profits of $546,800 and 
deposits of $17,394,000.
